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Nab official in extortion

An alleged attempt by 
Buffalo 


Grove Village Engineer Carl W. Rapp 
to extort $100,000 from a developer 
seeking speedy approval for a local 
subdivision plan ended late Monday 
when FBI agents arrested Rapp at 
the village hall. 


Rapp, 34, was apprehended as he 


left the village board meeting mo- 
ments after allegedly accepting a 
$3,000 bribe from developer Louis P. 
Shassian, president of Wilmont Homes 
Inc. 


The money was to be the first in- 


stallment of a shakedown plan de- 
vised two weeks ago by Rapp, accord- 
ing to federal authorities. 


The plan called for the payment to 


Rapp of a total of $100,000 over the 
next two years, in exchange for 
Rapp's approval of engineering plans 
and other favorable treatment for 
Shassian's Devonshire Unit One subdi- 
vision project at Mundelem and Busch 
roads. 


FBI SPECIAL AGENT William F. 


Beane and U.S. Atty. Samuel K. Skin- 
ner had been informed of the scheme 
two weeks ago by Shassian. Federal 
authorities monitored the alleged pay- 
off Monday night, Skinner and Beane 
said.

The dawn brought bad news to Ra- 


fael and Irma Gaystan Their son was 
pronounced dead on arrival at Holy 
Family Hospital, Des Plaines, at 8 45 
a m. 


"I feel . . . I feel guilty for it I 


don't know why they went out there 
last night," Gaystan said. 


THE GAYSTAN family had been 


reunited only last November. The par- 
ent had left Mexico two years ago and 
moved to the Northwest suburbs The 
U S Bureau of Immigration and Nat- 
uralization finally gave approval in 
April for the Gaystans' six children to 
enter the country and join their par- 
ents. 


In the last two years, Rafael and 


Irma twice visited their children, 
when they could afford to return to 
Mexico, where they were staying with 
grandparents 


When the children arrived, Gaystan 


said his family was once again togeth- 
er All were placed in area schools. 
Young Rafael was a third grader at 
Stevenson School, 1375 S Wolf Rd , 
Prospect Heights, just north of the 
Gaystan apartment. 


But the joy of the family being to- 


gether was shattered Tuesday, a day 
of grief for the family Mrs. Gaystan 
remained in her bedroom weeping 
Some of the older children wept. The 
youngest ones, who did not fully com- 
prehend the impact of their brother's 
death, sat around the apartment doing 
things to amuse themselves. The chil- 
dren were given a few new toys and 
lollipops by their parents. 


Several relatives of the family were 


in the apartment Tuesday to lend sup- 
poit to the Gaystans With his face 
unshaven and his eyes red from lack 
of sleep, Gaystan grieved quietly. 


A routine investigation into the 


boy's death is being conducted by the 
Cook County Medical Examiner's of- 
fice. A spokesman said Tuesday night 
that an examination of the body would 
be conducted today. 


After viewing the body Tuesday, 


Gaystan said that his son had suffered 
a wound to the head. Authorities de- 
clined to comment on the wound, 
pending the autopsy today.

Rapp was released on 
10 per cent bond A preliminary hear- 
ing will be held shortly. He faces a 
maximum penalty of 20 years m jail 
and $10,000 line if indicted and con- 
victed. 


Skinner said the case will be pre-

gedly handed Rapp a white envelope 
containing $5,000, of which $4,000 had 
been provided by the FBI 


Agents arrested Rapp as he left the 


office area of village hall at about 
10 30 p.m. 


Shassian wore electronic monoitoring 


devices during the alleged payoff, ac- 
cording to the government complaint 
against Rapp filed m U S District 
Court Tuesday.

Laetrile 
approved 
by House 


SPRINGFIELD, 111. (UPI) — The 


I l l i n o i s 
House 
Tuesday 
over- 


whelmingly approved a bill that would 
allow doctors and hospitals to admin- 
ister the controversial cancer sub- 
stance "Laetrile'' 


Following the lead of other states in 


recent weeks, the House passed the 
measure, 130-29, and sent it to the 
Senate 


Rep Donald Totten, R-Hoffman Es- 


tates, said the basic issue in the Laet- 
rile controversy centers on "freedom 
of choice." 


"What conceivable right does the 


government have to interfere with the 
treatment 
between 
a doctor and 


patienf" asked Totten. "Something is 
very wrong when we make cancer 
patients cancer criminals." 


THE SUBSTANCE, made from an 


extract of apricot pits, has been out- 
lawed by the Federal Drug Adminis- 
tration because it has not been proven 
a cancer cure as some — including 
cancer patients themselves — claim 


Rep. Aaron Jaffe, D-Chicago, said 


the bill does not legalize Laetrile "If 
you think you're doing the public 
some good, you're just fooling your- 
self. All it does is provide liability 
waiver for doctors and hospitals. It 
doesn't legalize it, it doesn't allow it 
to be manufactured. We can't counter- 
mand FDA regulations " 


Totten was asked after passage how 


doctors would get the substance 


"They're getting it" he said "I 


don't know how but doctors are get- 
ting it:" 


HE SAID THE FDA has been shut- 


ting down operations in the United 
States which manufacture the sub- 
stance He said he hopes to have an 
amendment introduced when the bill 
gets to the Senate, that would allow 
Laetrile to be manufactured in Illi- 
nois. 


Rep Terry Steczo, D-Tinley Park. 


said the bill does not provide, as do 
Laetrile laws in other states, that a 
thorough examination of a patient be 
conducted, that the patient have ter- 
minal cancer and that orthodox treat- 
ments be shown ineffective before it 
can be prescribed 


"This bill provides for none of 


these,'1 Steczo said. "I'm concerned 
that if we pass Laetrile, next session 
we might as well license faith healers 
and voodoo doctors." 


Other opponents said Laetrile treat- 


ment causes patients to avoid other 
known cancer treatments. One oppo- 
nent called the bill a "consumer 
fraud." 


Columbo murder case goes to trial

The long wait ends today: Patricia 


Columbo and Frank DeLuca go on 
trial for the May 4, 1976, slayings of 
Miss Columbo's Elk Grove Village 
family. 


A jury of 12 men and women, from 


middle-class backgrounds much like 
Miss Columbo's and DeLuca's< will 
decide whether the pair is guilty of 
the killings of Miss Columbo's parents 
and her 13-year-old brother. 


The trial begins at 10 a m today in 


Judge R. Eugene Pincham's court-' 
room, a year and two days after po- 
lice arrested Miss Columbo, 20 and 10 
months after police arrested DeLuca, 
39. 


The defendants are accused of plot- 


ting and carrying out the torture-slay- 
ings of Frank Columbo, 43; his wife 
Mary, 41, and their son, Michael, 13, 


who lived at 55 E, Brantwood Dr , Elk 
Grove Village. 


MISS COLUMBO and DeLuca alle- 


gedly used a bowling trophy, a pair of 
scissors and a .38-caliber revolver to 
murder the family. 


The bodies were found bearing shal- 


low slash wounds. Michael had been 
stabbed nearly 100 times, while his fa- 
ther had been burned an undeter- 
mined number of times with a lighted 
cigaret, and his skull smashed with 
the trophy. 


Mrs. Columbo's body was found 


clad in nightclothes, 
her panties 


around her ankles. An autopsy later 
showed she had not been raped. 


All three had been shot in the head 


— Mrs. Columbo and Michael once 
each, and Frank Columbo, three 
times. 


Prosecutors will weave a tale of 


sex, violence and the supernatural in 
their attempt to convince jurors that 
the defendants — a slim, beautiful 
young woman and her lover, a lean, 
quiet father of five — carried out the 
brutal murders 


INCLUDED IN evidence are state- 


ments by Miss Columbo that she had 
sex with members of an alleged con- 
spiracy and that after she was ar- 
rested she had a vision of the killings. 


Miss Columbo allegedly has told po- 


lice she also saw the ghost of her fa- 
ther, who said, "Jesus, Pat, you've 
done wrong, but I forgive you." 


Attorneys say they expect the trial, 


at the Cook County Criminal Courts 
Building, 26th Street and California 
Avenue, Chicago, to last at least, a 
month. 


Introduced into the trial will be 


reams of documents, statements by 


evidence experts and testimony by as 
many as 130 witnesses. 


"The facts make it (the case) com- 


plicated," said Algis Bahunas, assist- 
ant Cook County State's Attorney in 
charge of the prosecution. 


"It's not an occurrence that took 


place over a five-minute period, like a 
bar-room brawl," Bahunas said. "It's 
a preplanned, premeditated, system- 
atic eradication of three people that 
started six to eight months before the 
murders occurred." 


Before Miss Columbo and DeLuca 


met in' late 1973, they led comfortable, 
unassuming lives. 


MISS COLUMBO was a student at 


Elk Grove High School. DeLuca was a 
pharmacist and a manager of the 
Walgreen store at 955 Grove Mall, Elk

CCPA chief sees 
tape played at trial 


The drunken driving trial of John J. Flood, president of the 


Combined Countries Police Assn., began in Lake County Circuit 
Court Tuesday with the showing of a videotape made of Flood the 
night of his arrest Oct. 6, 1D76. Flood, 37, is charged by Mundelein 
police with driving while intoxicated, improper lane usage, refusal 
to take a breathalizer test and leaving the scene of an accident. 
His car allegedly struck another car owned by Richard Dockrell of 
Mundelein who testified Tuesday he saw Flood's car Wit his in a 
restaurant parking lot. 


The videotape, made in the basement of the Mundelein police 


station, showed Flood refusing to take coordination tests, using 
four-letter words and saying the experience was degrading and 
that he was "a cop and not a atonal." The trial is continuing 
today in Waukegan before Lake County Associate Judge Robert 
Smart. Flood was also arrested for driving while intoxicated, im- 
proper lane usage, speeding and battery May 7 when Buffalo 
Grove police allegedly clocked Flood's car at 43 miles an hour in a 
35 m.p.h. zone. He is scheduled to appear on the Buffalo Grove 
charges at 11 a.m. June 21 in the Arlington Heights branch of the 
Cook County Circuit Court.

Thomas Urlacher, 25-year-old Algonquin Shores man 
and the chief suspect in the girl's disappearance, was subpoenaed 
to appear at Tuesday's hearing but did not testify. Urlacher alle- 
gedly took the then 14-year-old Miss Glueckert and her girl friend 
to the rock concert in Huntley.

Miss Longet testi- 
fied a pistol accidentally discharged 
while Sabich was showing her how to 
use it. 


MISS LONGET was convicted in 


January of a misdemeanor homicide 
charge and sentenced to 30 days in 
jail and two years probation. She en- 
tered the 90-year-old Fltkin County 
jail April 18 and served her term 
reading, listening to the radio and 
doing yoga. 


A plea by Miss Longet's attorneys 


to have her released 10 days early be- 
cause of good behavior so she could 
be with her children on Mother's Day 
was denied by the Colorado Supreme 
Court on May 10.

Judge to rule on legality 


of Dinverno case arrests

The judge in the Alfred Dinverno 


murder trial is expected to decide to- 
day whether police illegally arrested 
the two men accused of the crime. 


Defense Atty. George Lynch asked 


Judge Brian B. Duff of the Cook Coun- 
ty Circuit Court to throw out the ar- 
rests of Antonio Perez and Arthur 
Perez (no relation) for the robbery 
and murder of Palatine Township 
resident Dinverno because, Lynch 
contends, information was obtained 
through illegal eavesdropping and the 
arrests were made without probable 
cause. 


Dinverno was bound hand and foot 


and shot in the head several times in 
April 1975 in the den of his fashionable 
home near Barrington after he appar- 
ently interrupted a burglary. 


POLICE ARRESTED the defend- 


ants after an informant, who had se- 
cretly listened to several telephone 
conversations they allegedly had had 
about the crime, told officials what 
she had heard. 


"The genesis of the entire case is 


four illegally acquired conversations 
officers were told about by an infor- 
mant," Lynch said. "Our position is 
that because the information was ac- 
quired by the informant illegally, law 
enforcement officers who acted upon 
that information and arrested Antonio 
and Arthur Perez did so illegally. 


"We have a vested, statutory right 


now to be prosecuted with evidence 
that was acquired directly or in- 
directly by illegal eavesdropping," 
Lynch said. 


A s s i s t a n t State's Atty. Charles 


Sklarsky objected to Lynch's requests 
for suppression of evidence and his al- 
legations about illegal acts. "A tele- 
phone is not an eavesdropping device 
and even if listening in on a telephone 
is a violation of some statute, for the 
evidence to be suppressed the eaves- 
dropping must have been committed 
by 
a 
law 
enforcement 
officer," 


Sklarsky said. 


LYNCH COUNTERED by quoting a 


state statute that defines an eaves- 
dropping instrument as "any device 
capable of being used to hear or 
record oral conversation, whether . . . 
in person, on the telephone or by oth- 
er means." 


Attorneys for both sides also are ex- 


pected to argue a defense motion to 
keep from being introduced as evi- 
dence statements made by the sus- 
pects after their arrest. 


The defendants contend the state- 


ments were made "after either physi- 
cal or mental coercion and were 
therefore involuntary." 


Arguments on the pretrial motions 


resume at 10 a m. today in Duff's 
courtroom. 


Pan Am copter 
flight to resume 


NEW YORK (UPI) - New York 


Airways announced Tuesday it plans 
to resume helicopter flights from the 
roof of Manhattan's 59-story Pan Am 
Building where one of its aircraft 
keeled ova- suddenly Monday, slash- 
ing people to death with its 20-foot ro- 
tors. Five persons died and eight were 
injured. 


Despite protests from city officials 


who said the shuttle service was too 
dangerous, the company said the sus- 
pended helicopter flights from the 
skyscraper to the city's three major 
airports would be resumed after an 
investigation into Monday's tragedy 
was completed. 


"When an airline — for instance, 


Pan Am — has a crash, they don't 
stop their operations. When you have 
an auto crash, you don't pull all the 
Buicks off the road," a company 
spokesman said. 


Investigations 
began 
a detailed 


study of the helicopter wreckage 
Tuesday to determine what caused 
the craft to keel over.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Carter 


administration, facing stiff congres- 
sional opposition to its gas tax plan, 
Tuesday suggested using the first 5 
cents of gas tax increase for mass 
transit, energy research and tran- 
portation aid to states.

Carter pledges 
U.S. health care 
plan by 1978 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - President 


Carter met a challenge from liberal 
critics Tuesday by promising to sub- 
mit national health care legislation 
next year and to spend on "human 
needs" while still balancing the budg- 
et by 1981. 


In an address to 6,000 delegates to 


the United Auto Workers convention, 
Carter also said he will stick by his 
proposed energy saving tax on gas 
guzzling autos despite UAW opposi- 
tion. 


Taking a soft, diplomatic approach 


to that touchy issue — and getting a 
polite sprinkling of applause in re- 
sponse — he made only indirect refer- 
ence to the auto tax proposal and 
called the UAW attitude an "honest 
difference of opinion." 


THIS PREPARED address to the 


UAW conclave reviewed his chief eco- 
nomic and social reform priorities and 
seemed designed to meet the criti- 
cisms of Democratic liberals like Sen. 
George McGovern who have accused 
him of stressing conservative, busi- 
ness-oriented fiscal politices. 


Greeted at the airport by Califor- 


nia's Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr., 
himself a liberal, Carter said he saw 
no "political wounds" that needed 
healing within the party. 


Brown backed him up, saying, "I 


don't sense that there is any dis- 
sension." 


In his speech, Carter warned that 


"we cannot afford to do everything" 
and must make "hard choices" in fed- 
eral spending. 


Nonetheless, he said, "I am com- 


mitted to the phasing in of a workable 
national health care insurance sys- 
tem" with the assistance of outgoing 
UAW President Leonard Woodcock 


nesses were peppered with questions, 
such as why mass transit was 
omitted. 


Adams said his plan would "form 


the missing piece of the mass trans- 
portation system." 


Adams said the "administration op- 


tion" of transportation use of part o£ 
the gasoline tax came as one response 
to criticism to the tax-rebate idea.

tanker and distribution facilities for 
Alaskan oil; barge, rail and truck sys- 
tems for transporting Appalachian 
coal; research and development for 
transporting western coal; research 


and development on solar energy, 
coal gasification and liquification, and 
geological research; 'and coal con- 
versions for power plants including 
stack 
extensions, scrubbers, coal 


handling facilities, boiler conversions 
and oher environmental 
consid- 


erations. 


• 1 per cent for block grants to 


states for transportation. States would 
be prohibited from reducing road ex- 
penditures or using the grant money 
for use as matching funds for other 
federal projects. 


No decision has yet been made as to 


what to do with any future increases. 


IN ADDITION, there has been no 


change in the administration's plan to 
rebate through the income tax system 
the proceeds from a "wellhead" tax 


on crude oil and gas. 


Carter's program to tax oil and nat- 


ural gas and inefficient cars will 
bring only modest increases in costs 
to the economy, Schultze said. Ameri- 
c a n s c a n accept that

"smoothly and gradually." he said, or 
"we shall be forced to adjust sharply 
with a maximum of unemployment 
and disrupted economy."

Woodcock, in his farewell address to 


the convention, said Carter should 
withdraw the auto tax proposal. 


"You and I have honest differences 


of opinion over some aspects of my 
proposals," the President said in his 
response. "But I don't hesitate to ask 
for your help, because I know you 
have done that in the past."

Self-service gas 
gets regulation 


Regulations for self-service gas stations were approved Monday 


by the Arlington Heights Village Board. 


Unlike Chicago, self-service stations in Arlington Heights will 


not be required to charge 10 per cent less for self-service gas. 


"That's price fixing and most (gasoline) industry officials feel it 


will be declared illegal by the courts," Village Trustee August 
Bettman said. "Chicago has forced the independent dealer to raise 
his full-service prices so he can come down 10 per cent for the self- 
service," be said. 


Village Trustee 0. V. Anderson initially objected to allowing self- 


service stations in Arlington Heights but changed his mind when 
village officials assured him strict safety precautions were includ- 
ed in the regulations. 


"You're really locked in for safety precautions and with this 


ordinance self-service station permits must be obtained from both 
Arlington Heights and the state," Bettman said. "Also, remember 
that it will be op to each individual dealer to choose whether he 
wants to go into this," be said. 


Train station move rejected 


The village board Monday voted against spending village funds 


to save the downtown Arlington Heights train station, which is 
scheduled to be demolished next month when a new station is 
constructed. 


Dorcas Thompson, 619 N. Arlington Heights Rd,, and Robert 


Moskal, 827 N. Kennicott Ave., asked the board to consider pre- 
serving the station built in 1894 by either having it moved to 
another site or by having it dismantled and stored until the Prairie 
Farm park site is developed by the Arlington Heights Park Dis- 
trict. 


Moskal said the cost of moving the station would be $10,000- 


$20,000, but village officials said it would probably cost closer to 
$40,000. 


Moskal said park district workers and volunteers would move 


the station, but that proposal also was rejected by the board. 


"You can't take neophytes and start on a project that big. It's 


not like taking down an erector set," Village Mgr. L. A. Hanson 
said. 


"I haven't heard from a single person who wants to spend a 


single dime of village money on saving the station," Village 
Trustee August Bettman said. "I think the people who want to 
save this train station are very much in the minority," he said.

Property tax levies to drop 9% 


Arlington Heights' tax levy on real 


estate tax bills scheduled to be mailed 
next month should drop about 9 per 
cent from last year, the village's fi- 
nance director predicts. But that will 
not assure a drop in real estate tax 
bills for village residents. 


The municipal tax levy should drop 


from $1.084 to about $0.993 per $100 
assessed valuation because of the qua- 
drennial reassessment conducted this 
year by county officials, Kenneth 
Bonder said. 


An increase in construction in the 


Local scene 


village also will help increase the as- 
sessed valuation in the village this 
year to about $400 million — a jump 
of about $80 million, Bonder said 


"IT WILL BE OUR biggest increase 


in assessed valuation since the build- 
ing boom ended in 1973," Bonder said. 
It also will be the first time the vil- 
lage's tax levy has dropped since 
1972, he said. 


The drop in the village's tax ,levy, 


however, does not assure a decrease in 
real estate tax bills for Arlington 
Heights residents. 


"The overall rate could still be up, 


depending on the schools and county 
taxing bodies/' Bonder said. 


The real estate tax bills are sched- 


uled to be mailed about July 1 by the 
Cook County treasurer's office 


The village's tax levy is about 13 


per cent of the total tax bill, Bonder 
said 


LAST YEAR, real estate tax bills 


increased as much as 6 8 per cent for 
some Arlington Heights residents, 
partly because the village's tax levy 
jumped about 24 per cent. 


The dramatic drop in the village's 


tax levy this year will be due mostly 
to a 28 per cent increase in the as- 
sessed valuation for Wheeling Town- 
ship, or about $67 million. About 74 
per cent of the Village of Arlington 
Heights is in Wheeling Township. 


In most recent years the assessed 


- valuation in Arlington Heights has in- 
creased only about $5 million annually 
and during the building boom years be- 
tween 1967 and 1972 it usually in- 
creased about S25 million each year, 
Bonder said.

100,000 are killed 
under Amin: report 


An international group of lawyers Tuesday said more than 


100.000 persons may have been killed in Idi Amin's Uganda while 
the United Nations lias clone nothing. The International Commis- 
sion ot Jurists, an independent association of lawyers around the 
world with UN consultative status, said at least 80,000 to 90,000 
persons have been murdered in Uganda in 1974 and 1975 alone and 
that the figure since has climbed to possibly more than 100,000. In 
a 170-page report entitled "Uganda and Human Rights," the Com- 
mission said there is "a total breakdown of the rule of law" in the 
African nation and "all basic freedoms are in abeyance." 


"THE ARMED FORCES have been 
put beyond the law 


and have arrested, tortured and killed without trial thousands, and 
very possibly tens of thousands, of Ugandan civilians," the report 
said. "The International Commission of Jurists still does not find it 
possible to make a reliable estimate of the number killed," the 
report said. 


Parly has serious setback: Peres 


Israeli Defense Minister Shimon Peres all but conceded his rul- 


ing Labor Party was beaten by the hardline Likud party in Tues- 
day's national elections, blaming the change in U.S. presidents for 
part of the loss. Such a stunning defeat would end Labor's domi- 
nance of Israeli politics since the nation was established in 1948, 
and cast a long shadow over U.S. efforts for a Middle East peace. 
"We suffered a serious setback." Peres. 54. told reporters after a 
Labor pool showed the party would win only 34 of the -120 Knesset 
(parliament) seats. Labor had 51 seats before the balloting. A poll 
by the state-owned television showed Likud likely to win the larg- 
est block of seats in the new parliament, 44 compared to the 39 the 
party had before the elections. 


Explosive welcome for Mondale 


Guarded by police with submachine guns following a bomb ex- 


plosion at a U.S. center in Madrid, Vice President Walter Mondale 
conferred with King Juan Carlos Tuesday and praised Spain's 
march toward democracy. U.S. officials discounted any connection 
between the explosion at the U.S. Cultural Center and the Mondale 
visit, but the liberal newspaper Diario 16 headlined: "Explosive 
welcome for the USA Vice President." 


Several police with submachine guns patrolled outside the Pal- 


ace Hotel where Mondale was staying. Mondale spent nearly an 
hour with Juan Carlos in Zarzuela Palace and officials who attend- 
ed said the atmosphere of the meeting was warm and unusually 
relaxed. It was Mondale's first meeting with the 39-year-old 
monarch. Mondale earlier said the Carteer Administration was 
concerned about Spain's development of nuclear energy and its 
management of nuclear waste. However, the subject played only a 
minor role in Mondale's conversations with the King and earlier 
talks with Premier Adolfo Suarez, according to U.S. officials.

Ship run aground 
on reef in Florida 


The 260-foot Panamanian tanker Linda tipped on its left side 


Tuesday after the ship's captain intentionally ran aground on Mo- 
lasses Reef to avoid sinking. A Coast Guard official in Tavernier, 
F'la. said no one was injured and the Linda was in no danger ot 
sinking since it was stuck in only 10 feet of water. Coast Guard 
spokesman Dean Valavanis said a close watch was being kept on 
the ship's oil supply to prevent any leaKs. "There's not much 
chance of pollution or1 spillage," he said. A skeleton crew of 10 
men remained on the freighter helping a salvage company pump 
water from the ship, which was transporting a cargo of cardboard 
boxes. 


Sirhan OKs meeting on RFK death 


Convicted assassin Sirhan B. Sirhan has agreed to break his 


silence and meet in prison with two Los Angeles County super- 
visors seeking the "truth" in the slaying nine years ago of Sen. 
Robert F. Kennedy, it was disclosed Tuesday. Sirhan's attorney, 
Godfrey Isaac, told supervisors Baxter Ward and Kenneth Hahn 
that Sirhan "is willing to meet with you in the prison where he is 
in custody." Sirhan is serving a life sentence at Soledad prison in 
central California. 


The two county officials are trying to determine whether there is 


sufficient evidence to reopen the investigation into the slaying of 
Kennedy, who was shot to death June 5, 1969 in the pantry of the 
Ambassador Hotel after winning the California preidentlal prima- 
ry. No date was immediately set for the visit. 


Carter would 
end federal help 
for abortions 


LOS ANGELES (DPI) — President 


Carter fielded questions from the pub- 
lic Tuesday in his second broadcast 
talk show and said he would like to 
end federal "help" for abortions. 


Calling the appearance part of his 


effort to "remain close to the Ameri- 
can people," the President took ques- 
tions from a studio audience of about 
170 persons at Los Angeles station 
KNXT-TV and from outside callers in 
a live, local telecast. 


"I am against abortion," he told 


one questioner. "I think abortion is 
wrong. I'm doing everything I can as 
President to make abortion unneeded. 


"We propose that government not 


help abortions." 


IT WAS UNCLEAR just what Car- 


ter meant 
by that reference, 
or 


whether it signaled a new adminis- 
tration policy initiative. He has said 
he will carry out laws requiring feder- 
al funding of some abortions under 
welfare programs despite his personal 
moral opposition to it. 


Carter appeared on the question and 


answer show after he had addressed 
the United Auto Workers convention 
in Los Angeles. 


It-was the latest in his "meet-the- 


people" public relations efforts and 
similar in format to the "Ask Presi- 
dent Carter" radio phone-in program 
he conducted from the Oval Office 
March 5. 


Ellen Moore, a black hospital worker 


who lives in the Watts ghetto section 
of Los Angeles, questioned Carter 
sharply on the number of blacks oc- 
cupying leading positions in his ad- 
ministration, saying, "we gave all our 
votes to you." 


Carter assured her "there are no 


jobs that would be offered for which 
black people are not considered." 


HE RECITED a brief list of blacks 


in his administration, including UN 
Ambassador Andrew Young. 


The scope of the questioning was 


similar to that of the earlier radio 
show, with queries ranging from the 
closing of military bases to his provi- 
sion of amnesty to some illegal aliens. 


The President appeared to be re- 


laxed and enjoying the exchanges. 


Responding to a question about 


Americans now in Mexican prisons, 
he said, "I'll do all I can to get our 
youngsters out. I think a treaty is the 
best way to do it and I don't think it'll 
be too long before we have en -ex- 
change." 


The 
administration 
currently 
is 


negotiating treaties with Mexico and 
Canada that would allow the citizens 
of one country, jailed in the other, to 
serve their sentence in their native 
land. 


Carter OK seen 
on tax compromise 


WASHINGTON 
(UPD—President 


Carter Tuesday said he would sign 
legislation simplifying tax forms and 
giving tax cuts to most Americans 
who do not itemize deductions. 


The compromise bill, which cleared 


Congress Monday, once was the cor- 
nerstone of Carter's economic recov- 
ery program. But it was stripped of 
its $50 a person tax rebate when the 
economy began recovering more ra- 
pidly than expected. 


Carter strongly opposed one section 


of the bill creating a new tax in- 
centive for businesses that increase 
their employment, and at one point 
there were mild hints he might veto 
the bill. 


But the new jobs tax credit was not 


mentioned in a statement issued from 
the White House Tuesday while Carter 
was in California.

public officials charged with taking 
kickbacks for purchasing chemical 
supplies, charges were dropped But 
many public officials have been sent 
to jail, especially since the wave of 
official corruption prosecutions by 
federal prosecutors, including Gov.

Thompson derby 
junket unwise 


Seattle Slew was not the only 


winner during this year's Ken- 
tucky Derby. Gov. James R. 
Thompson was a winner of sorts 
too. Unfortunately, the people of 
Illinois were the losers. 


As the Derby winner was gal- 


loping to glory, Thompson was 
being whisked to the fabled 
Churchill Downs aboard a pri- 
vate plane owned by Chessie 
Systems, a major railroad in the 
state. 


The governor has stated flatly 


that accepting the free ride was 
not wrong. He listed the trip and 
tickets in the race course in a 
book of gifts bestowed on the 
governor. 


But. 
in fact. Thompson has 


t-oiled his political image — an 
image that is built on his relent- 
less pursuit of corrupt officials 
who have betrayed their public 
trust. 
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Thompson's acceptance of the 


derby trip was not illegal. It 
clearly represents an error in 
judgment and can only serve to 
further erode public confidence 
in government. 


This is not to say the governor 


can be bought off by a railroad 
for a free plane ride or for a 
campaign contribution, but the 
appearance of impropriety can 
do as much harm as an illegal 
act itself. 


Reformers and crusaders for 


improved ethical conduct should 
be expected to conduct them- 
selves in a way that precludes 
any suspicion. Thompson has 
not done this. 


If a politician is going to trum- 


pet about the need for strong 
ethics laws and honesty in gov- 
ernment, then that politician 
must do everything to eliminate 
any questions about himself. 


The public has already been 


disappointed too many times by 
politicians who promised hon- 
esty in government and then 
looked the other way after win- 
ning an election. 


The action and reaction of the 


new governor in the Kentucky 
Derby situation leaves a great 
deal to be desired.

If Thompson wants to avoid 


adding his name to the legion of 
double talking political officials, 
he would do well to think twice 
before he decides to accept the 
next junket offer. 


Meetings for the public 


Richard Gillette. High School 


Dist. 211 board member, has lost 
another round in his fight to 
open board meetings to public 
participation. 


His defeat is also a defeat for 


taxpayers in the high school dis- 
trict. 


The way it works now is that 


the only way residents can be 
heard at board meetings is to 
bign up three days -in advance, 
requesting time on the board 
agenda. It's a rule that dis- 
courages public reaction and 
public participation in school 
board issues. 


The reasons given for having 


the regulation are to avoid by- 
passing the superintendent and 
to streamline the proceedings. 


But what they've forgotten is 
that the reason for having public 
meetings is for public dialogue 
and discussion, And that means 
allowing people to speak their 
piece. 


Jean Fisler, another board 


member who wants the rules 
changed, has the right idea. In 
arguing that persons should be 
able to participate without mak- 
ing an appointment three days 
ahead of time she said: 
"It 


would make us as board mem- 
bers more responsive to mem- 
bers of the public." 


Mrs. Fisler and Gillette should 


continue to support that point of 
view and other board members 
ought to listen to them.

A young man ages quickly 
while learning the system 


This is the strange case of Salvador 


Agron. It opens in a Manhattan play- 
ground at dusk. The time is 1959. The 
boy wears a big halo of black bushy 
hair. He has thick lips. Agron is 16. A 
rival gang has dared him to enter the 
playground. 


He is almost illiterate, but he knows 


the word "macho." Salvador waits 
until dark and sneaks into the forbid- 
den 
area. He is discovered by 


"enemies." Salvador stabs two boys 
to death. 


End of story? Hardly. The County 


of New York stages a valiant fight to 
try the boy as an adult. The county 
wins. In court, Salvador has what bad 
boys always have — sobbing women. 
A solemn jury listens to the judge. 


They retire. The moody kid sits in a 


holding cell studying the blue veins in 
his big hands. Guilty. First degree. 
The electric chair. Quite properly, he 
is caged alone less than a hundred 
feet from the instrument which will 
kill nun much more quickly and ef- 
ficiently than he killed. 


THIS IS THE TIME of night dying. 


A time of cries for mercy. A 16-year- 
old boy can mature quickly on death 
row. New York State kept him there 
two years. He celebrated his 17th and 
18th birthdays trying to read letters 
his family sent. The keepers helped. 


In 1961, Gov. Nelson Rockefeller re- 


viewed the case. He commuted the 
sentence to life imprisonment. When 
Salvador Agron heard the news, he 
collapsed. His dying was over. His liv- 
ing began. 


Too late, he determined to become 


a good citizen. He studied reading. 
And painful writing. Adding sums. 
Subtracting. The seasons were freeze- 
framed in his mind. He studied law. 
He wrote his own court appeals. He 
wrote poems: 


"I will be a human being — Be- 


cause I am one — So throw your key 
into the sea — and forget — The past 
— The new man has emerged."

HE WAS IN a maximum security 


prison as long ago as when President 
Kennedy was assassinated. Keepers 
and wardens grew gray and retired. 
They did something strange. They 
wrote similar letters to each gover- 
nor: 
Agron is rehabilitated. He is a 


model prisoner. 


Last year, Governor Carey began to 


get the letters. He rifled through the 
thick file. Okay, he said. Take Salva- 
dor out of maximum security. Put 
him in a minimum security jail at 
Fishkill. In addition, permit him to 
take a bus to a nearby college — give 
him a taste of freedom. 


He was in college five days a week. 


He grinned through a cold winter. He 
wasn't 1C anymore. He was 34. Then 
he confided to the authorities that his 
"two lives" were crushing him. He 
was free by day, a prisoner at night. 
They told Salvador he was lucky; he 
was part of a work release program. 


ON THE AFTERNOON of April 


15th, 1977, Salvador chatted with two 
students too long on campus. He 
missed the bus back. He fled. Then he 
became frightened. He phoned prison 
superintendent Theodore Reid. If I go 
back right now, he begged, promise I 
won't be punished? 


Reid said he could make no promis- 


es. "The bus was ahead of schedule." 
. "Come back. We'll see." The gover- 
nor's office had made it known that 
New York's model prisoner would be 
paroled next year. 


Agron recalled that he had been 


punished by spending a weekend in 


solitary for missing a bus. He dis- 
appeared. Friends, family, prison offi- 
cials sorrowed for the man who had 
not learned not to quarrel with the 
system. 


An all-points bulletin went out. He 


was gone 15 days. In Peoria, Ariz., 
Police Lieutenant Roy Foltz finished 
his lunch. He looked up from his desk 
to see a dark man with a cloud of 
hair. "He was in pretty bad shape — 
really down and out. 


"HE SEEMED to be an intelligent 


person, not one of those dummy 
bums." The man was hungry. And 
broke. He asked how to get to a half- 
way house in Phoenix. The cop asked 
his name and address. Agron told the 
truth. Foltz gave him $1.60 and 
showed him to a bus. Phoenix was a 
half-hour away. 


The lieutenant returned to head- 


quarters and put the name and ad- 
dress into a National Crime Informa- 
tion Center computer. This is good po- 
lice work. The computer was off the 
line for awhile. When it chattered into 
life, it said that Salvador Agron was 
an escaped murderer from New York. 


They picked him up in Phoenix. He 


was starved, and offered no resis- 
tance. The one-time little boy who 
dared to go into an enemy playground 
will be tried for escaping. 


He faces four more years. A 


strange, strange story ...

If the President fails to get an arms 


limitation agreement with the Soviets, 
it will become a major issue — and, 
perhaps, the major issue — in next 
year's general elections and the presi- 
dential campaign that will be upon us 
soon thereafter. 


Gerald Ford has already said that, 


had he remained in the presidency, he 
would have been able to consum- 
mate such a pact. 


Carter via Vice President Mondale 


has complained that this is an ex- 
pression of political poor sportsman- 
ship on the part of a former president. 
And Carter himself has asked the ob- 
vious question: How can Ford be so 
certain he would have been success- 
ful? 


A N O T H E R QUESTION quickly 


comes to mind: 


Should Ford be practicing biparti- 


sanship on foreign policy and support- 
ing Carter's dealings with the Soviets 
— as Richard Nixon clearly is doing 
and, as Mondale points out, is the usu- 
al 
and 
expected 
conduct of ex- 


presidents? 


Ford sees it otherwise. He feels his 


position is unique. Unlike other recent 
ex-presidents who were barred from 
running again, Ford can seek another 
tour years in the White House if he 
wants — and he is saying that he may 
very well decide that he will run 
again. 


Thus, Ford has decided to shun the 


role of toe retired statesman and, in- 
stead, play a partisan role as titular 
head of his party. 


HE FEELS THAT to assume elder 


statesmanship would be a distinct dis- 
advantage to him if he decides to 
challenge Carter for president — that 
(a) it would give the public the false 


impression that he was agreeing with 
the President and Cbl it would be dif- 
ficult later to move from such a posi- 
tion of detached support to one of par- 
tisan opposition. 


Ford doesn't want to confuse the 


public. Thus, to maintain the clarity 
of his position and because he be- 
lieves this is necessary if he is to 
launch an effective campaign against 
Carter. Ford, after a couple of months 
of aloofness from critical comment, is 
staking out his position on every issue 
as compared to what Carter is doing. 


Critics of the former President say 


that Ford really wants it both ways — 
he wants the bipartisan support with 
widespread public goodwill that usual- 
ly accrues to retired presidents while 
at the same time wanting to play the 
role of partisan and hair shirt to the 
President. 


And they say he can't have both. 
UP TO NOW Ford and Carter have 


had what seems to be a particularly 
amicable relationship. Carter has said 
that no one could be more gracious 
Ulan Ford was during the transition 
period. And Carter had some specifi- 
cally warm words for Ford at the in- 
augural. 


Ford. too. seems to have enjoyed 


the consultations he has had 'vith the 
President since leaving office. Carter 
likewise seems to have enjoyed and 
appreciated them and. in fact, says 
he hopes they will continue. 


But a crack hi that relationship has 


appeared. The relationship now is 
strained. Before long it may dis- 
appear completely. 


Certainly if Ford is intent on taking 


Carter on in the next presidential 
election, there is no chance this rela- 
tionship can last.

Off-shore oil 
leasing postponed 


In a major revision of federal offshore leasing policy, Interior 


Sec. Cecil Andrua Tuesday postponed sales of oil leases in environ- 
mentally sensitive waters off Alaska, California and the southern 
Atlantic Coast. Andrus also said he may drop plans for a 1978 sale 
of leases in the Pacific from northern California to the Canadian 
border after seeking advice from officials in California, Oregon 
and Washington, the states whose shores and fishing industries 
might be disturbed. One new sale covering tracts in the eastern 
Gulf of Mexico was added to the schedule. The eastern Gulf, unlike 
waters off Texas and Louisiana that are the most heavdly drilled 
offshore areas in the nation, is relatively undeveloped. 


Coffee crops slightly damaged 


A cold front accompanied by unusually high winds has caused 


light damage to coffee crops in the Brazilian state of Parana, 
according to reports from the government, exporters and produc- 
ers.

This year Parana is expected to produce 
only 1 million bags of the projected 13-million-bag harvest in the 
world's largest coffee producing nation. On the New York Coffee 
and Sugar Exchange, news of the frost pushed up coffee futures by 
6 to 23.5 cents a pound. On the London futures market, coffee 
prices soared more than $1,000 a metric ton. 


Ford recalls 1969 cop cars 


Ford Motor Co. Tuesday recalled 8,494 cars, including 5,619 po- 


lice models the government first cited as potentdally unsafe SVa 
years ago. The police cars, 1969 standard-sized Ford and Mercury 
models, may have defective spindles on both front wheels that 
could cause the wheels to collapse, the company said. Virtually all 
of them now are privately owned. The other vehicles being re- 
called are 2,875 1977-model Mavericks and Comets with defective 
door latches. 


Woolworth sued over Tris sales 


The Justice Dept. filed suit Tuesday against the F. W. 


Woolworth Co. for continuing to sell children's sleepwear treated 
with Tris, a suspected cancer-causing chemical banned by the 
government. As the suit was being filed in U.S. District Court in 
Manhattan, witnesses before a House subcommittee urged Con- 
gress to pressure the Consumer Product Safety Commission to 
extend its ban on the flame-retardant chemical to garments al- 
ready in use because of lack of scientific proof that washing re- 
moves the health hazard. The civil suit seeks an injunction against 
Woolworth and its president, Edward W. Gibbons, charging retail 
stores in cities across the country were selling Tris-treated cloth- 
ing as recently as last weekend. S. John Byington, chairman of the 
product safety commission, said children's clothing treated with 
Tris was on sale in Woolworth stores in Alexandria, Va.; Atlanta, 
Boston; Bayshore, N.Y.; New York; Chicago and other cities.

Pesticide under EPA probe 


A weed killer designed to keep the turf on golf courses trim was 


put under Environmental Protection Agency investigation Tuesday 
as a possible cancer hazard. The pesticide, called pronamide and 
sold under the brand name "KERB," was shown to cause liver 
tumors in mice. The Medical College of Virginia conducted the 
pronamide study in 1974. The sole U.S. pronamide manufacturer, 
Rohm and Haas Co., Philadelphia, can "challenge the mouse 
study or argue the importance of the compound to agriculture or 
fine grasses," the EPA said. 


TWA offers discount 


The Civil Aeronautics Board ruled Tuesday that Trans World 


Airlines may offer "Super Saver" discounts — some at almost half 
price — on flights linking California with Boston and Philadelphia 
as well as with New York. Aviation officials said other airlines aro 
expected to quickly match the TWA discounts on the new routes, 
just as they did in April when the CAB let TWA offer Super Saver 
fares on flights linking New York with Los Angeles and San Fran- 
cisco. 


Russia may have record crop 


The Agriculture Dept. announced Tuesday the Soviet Union may 


harvest a record winter wheat crop this year — another indication 
that the world's grain stockpiles are building up heavy surpluses. 
A report based partly on Soviet news accounts said if Russian per- 
acre yields equal the 1971-75 average, the winter wheat harvest will 
hit 50 million metric tons. This would be up 12 per cent from last 
year's 44.6 million metric tons and would be slightly above the 
previous record of 49.4 million tons set in 1973.

"It's a super concept," Vittore said. 


"The payment changes as the purcha- 
ser's income changes." It is assumed 
the buyer will be able to afford the 
higher monthly payments after: a few 
years because his income has in- 
creased. Meanwhile, the savings ac- 
count is pledged to the lender as in- 
surance against default. 


"At each of our sales offices this 


weekend we will have a computer ter- 
minal. In the computer we'll enter the 
person's income and other things that 
are not variables, and we can tell right 
away under this new plan how much 
house he can afford," Vittore said. 


THE BUYER'S INCOME, projected 


income growth, the ratio of expenses 
to income, length of the mortgage, 
mortgage interest rate, private mort- 
gage insurance, property tax, down 
payment and passbook interest rate 
are among the items that will be tal- 
lied in the on-the-spot analysis. 


For example, a home buyer who 


plans to make a 10 per cent down pay- 
ment on a $40,990 home, with a 30 
year mortgage at 9 per cent interest 
normally would have to earn $17,1500 
annually to qualify for the loan. Un- 
der the FLIP plan, the customer 
would have to earn $13,750 a year to 
make the grade. 


"Normally, a lender looks for a 


monthly payment which doesn't ex- 


ceed 25 per cent of gross monthly in- 
come," Vittore said. The difference in 
purchasing power, using the FLIP 
plan, is substantial. Lower monthly 
payments are critical to many buyers, 
Vittore said. 


ON THE $40,990 house, monthy prin- 


cipal and interest payments with a 
conventional loan would have amount- 
ed to $294.30. Using the FLIP plan, 
the buyer would pay $217.41 per 
month the first year, $236.01 the sec- 
ond, 
$255.83 the third, $276.93 the 


fourth, $299.41 the fifth and 323.34 the 
sixth and following years. 


"As far as the lender is concerned, 


he's making the same payment every 
month," Vittore said. The difference 
is coming from the pledged savings 
account and interest. 


The home buyer is paying the high- 


er cost of financing the entire pur- 
chase price of a home. This compares 
with the 90 per cent financing, for ex- 
ample, on a conventional mortgage in 
which the buyer has a 10 per cent 
down payment. But Vittore says the 
buyer who uses the FLIP plan prob- 
ably would not be able to afford the 
new home cost without this concept. 


"WE FEEL IT WILL benefit the 


first-home buyer. It will help him 
qualify for a home he couldn't qualify 
for under a typical situation," Vittore 
said. The second-home buyer will be 
able to buy a bigger unit with more of 
the extras than he could afford other- 
wise, Vittore said. 


There are many payment schedules 


available to consumers under the 
FLIP plan — a concept Vittore sees 
as a pacesetter in the housing in- 
dustry. Buyers must put at least 5 per 
cent down on the homes financed 
through FLIP. The home price, the 
down payment, th<s term of the loan 
and other factors will affect pay- 
ments.

Consumers may be more 
radical than activists: poll

dorsed that idea.

They have "paid through the nose" 
because of shortages and are mad 
about "questionable 
products and 


even more questionable quality and 
safety," he said. 


There also is "woefully inadequate 


post-sale services and shoddy work- 
manship," he said, and "the cellars of

ucts consumers bought and couldn't 
use."

Area parents foster hard-to-place kids 


by VALERIE BERG 


Like many 4-year-olds, Ruby rarely 


stands still. She particularly likes to 
run in her backyard and play In the 
sandbox. A happy child, she becomes 
excited when visitors arrive. There's 
just one problem: Ruby has been 
brain-damaged since infancy, the re- 
sult of child abuse. 


Bob, 17, has had a few problems at 


school .but his teachers are pleased 
with his efforts to make the grade. 
He's taking freshman-level classes — 
understandable in view of his dis- 
rupted family life and his being 
shuffled between institutions and fos- 
ter homes. 


Ruby and Bob are two of some 2,900 


Chicago-area children living in foster 
homes. They are considered hard-to- 
place, a description which includes 
white adolescents, particularly males, 
and the physically and mentally hand- 
icapped. Both Ruby and Bob live in 
the Northwest suburbs, where foster 
homes are relatively rare. About 400 
such homes are needed. 


"WE'VE REALLY HAD a tough 


time cracking the suburbs," said Gin- 
ny Conley of the Illinois Department 
of 
Children and Family Services 


(CFS). 


She attributes the problem partly 


to a lack of awareness in suburban 
areas about existing child abuse and 
disruptive family situations. 


Those in the Northwest suburbs who 


do volunteer as foster parents report 
normal family situations, despite the 
addition of unfamiliar children. 


Bernard and Karen Callahan of 


Hoffman Estates, Ruby's foster par- 
ents, consider themselves "very or- 
dinary people" whose main interest is 
children. As parents of eight natural 
children, plus Ruby and a teen-age 
foster son, "I guess we're just basi- 
cally into kids and always have 
been," Bernard explained. 


AS IN ANY FAMILY, discipline is 


essential in a foster care situation. 


"We have to make sure the rules 
we've established are followed," said 
Barbara Zust, Palatine, Bob's foster 
mother, "because they've got to learn 
that life isn't all me-me-me." 


Bill (not his real name) is single 


and a foster father to six teenage 
boys. He refers laughingly to his fam- 
ily life as "a loving dictatorship." 


"Bascially, the whole process Is 


that you be accountable for what you 
do. We are trying to put a certain sta- 
bility into their (foster children's) 
lives," he said. 
"You have two 


choices. You can baby him through or 
you can say 'this is how it's going to 
be for the rest of your life.' " 


BILL'S SITUATION is 
different 


from the typical foster care arrange- 
ment. He and the teenagers, plus a 
professional child-care worker, occu- 
py two adjacent Arlington Heights ad- 
dresses. He quit a career in business 
to work full-time with the youths, and 
is assisted by therapists and an addi- 
tional child-care trainee. 


All of the boys had failed in other 


foster homes and required more guid- 
ance than a typical family could give, 
he said. Since living with him, they 
have improved their schoolwork and 
relationships with others. 


ASSIMILATING FOSTER children 


into families can be challenging. Chil- 
d r e n who w e r e abused, in- 
stitutionalized or suffering from fami- 
ly break-ups, often greet new living 
arrangements with hostility or fear. 


"We really don't know anything 


about them," explained Barbara Zust, 
who has played mom to 50 foster chil- 
dren. "You can't sit down and say, 
'tell us your life story.' We cannot sit 
down and quiz kids. When they feel 
comfortable, they will start talking to 
you." 


The arrival of a new foster child 


also poses an adjustment for the natu- 
ral children. 


"It (foster parenting) had been dis- 


cussed before, and the kids and we all 
agreed to it," said Karen Callahan. 
"With the bigger kids, you get into 


competition between those of the 
same age, but dt's the same com- 
petition-as; with natural kids." 


IN THE ZUST HOME, the younger 


children have expressed resentment 
toward the foster care arrangement. 
"The little ones will say, 'why do we 
have to have foster kids?' " said Bar- 
bara. But her husband Walter ex- 
plained that "it's more a reaction to a 
situation than to a kid in general." 


So the logical question arises — is 


foster parenting fair to natural-born 
children? 


"My answer is that I hope in the 


long run that it will be good for 
them," Walter said. 


Not just the children need to adjust 


to foster care situations. Parents, too, 
find their roles changing. "My rela- 
tionship with the kid is exactly what 
he wants," said Bill. "Some want a 
father, some want a brother, some 
want a social worker, some just want 
someone to put a roof over their 
heads and feed them." 


BESIDES TAXING a family's time 


and emotions, foster parenting can 
put a strain on a budget. "When we 
first started, people would ask us two 
things. One, are you in it for the mon- 
ey, and two, are you crazy?" Barbara 
Zust recalls. 


But there's no way to make a prof- 


it while being a foster parent, said 
Ginny Conley of CFS. Parents receive 
$150 a month for every foster child 
aged 12 or older, and lesser amounts, 
based on a sliding scale, for younger 
children. 


T h e 
monthly payment covers 


clothing, 
personal 
supplies, 
food 


and transportation costs. Additional 
funds are available for special educa- 
tion or medical expenses. 


To discuss common problems, hear 


guest speakers, and interchange ideas 
and assistance, a group of foster par- 
ents in the Northwest suburbs, headed 
by Walter Zust, meet once a month. 
Although several such groups were 
started by the CFS, the Northwest 
suburban group is the only one that 
has continued on its own. Future 
plans include educating legislators 
about the needs, financial and other- 
wise, of foster children and parents.

money, time and emotion, why do 
people choose to become foster par- 
ents? "We got into it because of the 
experience of seeing two kids who had 
to get out of there (an institution), but 
once you start, you keep going," Ber- 
nard Callahan said. "It's tough to let 
them go — the first one, especially." 


"If we can even give the kids a 


taste of what it can be like, maybe 
they'll grow up to be better parents 
themselves," 
Barbara 
Zust 
said. 


"Sometimes it is an emotional drain 
and you're happy to see them go be- 
cause things have worked out the 
way you'd hoped." 


Sometimes the investment, com- 


pounded over a long time, reaps re- 


wards. After 15 years of foster father- 
ing, BUI speaks enthusiastically about 
former foster sons who continue to 
visit, often with children of their own.

Laws don't always play fair

A few days after my boyfriend received his driver's license, he 


drove part of the way down a one way street before he realized it. 
As luck would have it a cop saw him and gave him a ticket. Now 
his parents grounded him for a month. I don't think it's fair. He 
made an honest mistake. Why doesn't the law take that into con- 
sideration? D.T. 


Dear D.T. 


For the simple reason that it doesn't have to. Some violations of 


the law are based on "intent," others are not. Traffic violations 
are included in the latter. 


There are some other laws that are for the "safety, health or 


well being of the community that do not require intent. 


It's a broad definition and it includes: an illegal sale of liquor to 


a minor even though the latter may have lied about his age; the 
sale of impure and adulterated foods or drugs; the sale of falsely 
branded articles; and violations of narcotics. 


If you think your boyfriend was treated unjustly, there are tav- 


ern owners who would say that's nothing compared to the Dram 
Shop act that affects them. Under that law, the tavern owner may 
be sued for damages if, for instance, a person who'd been drinking 
in his tavern is injured later while driving a car Not only is the 
tavern owner liable- but so is the proprietor of the building in 
which the tavern is located.

It seems to me a person who asks another how old she is has a 


lot of nerve asking. I wouldn't think of doing such a thing, yet I 
get, "How old are you?" all the time. I'm not ashamed of my age, 
but I still don't think It's anyone's business.

FIRST OF ALL don't overlook your 


children's perceptiveness, providing 
they're old enough to assess more 
than a rubber ducky. 


Have them around while you're in- 


terviewing because when Ms. Poppins 
leaves, chances are they'll volunteer 
something.

Ms. Poppins over a period of years. 


Invest in some postage and then 


write to them all — never mind that 
Ms. Poppins gave you letters from 
them — and supply a stamped, self- 
addressed envelope so they can write 
back and say, yes, Ms. Poppins is a 
peach. 


THEN FOLLOW UP with a phone 


call, if possible. Occasionally, we're 
told, former employers hesitate to put 
negative opinions in writing. Maybe 
Ms. Poppins was more a lemon than a 
peach and her last employer was de- 
lighted to be rid of her. When you and 
she get to chatting on the phone, she 
may just own up to that. 


If, after all, Ms. Poppins does get 


the job, it's a good idea to have her 
start on a weekend so you, she and 
the kids can start reacting to each 
other. 


Who knows? Maybe you'll find some 


of her tendencies drive you up a wall. 
Better to know now, when you can 
suddenly remember that you're mov- 
ing to Pensacola a week from Tues- 
day and couldn't expect her to com- 
mute.

I know exercise is very Important and I have done my share in 


my days. I am now 56 years of age and cannot exercise as other 
people do, as I have degenerative arthritis. 


I am getting heavy around the middle and stomach. I must re- 


ly entirely on restricting my calorie intake to control my weight. 
What do you suggest in my case? 


When you have degenerative arthritis you don't want to add to 


the wear and tear of the joints involved. That usually means limit- 
ing your exercise but a person should always do enough of the 
stretch type of exercise to maintain as full range of motion as 
possible of all the joints. 


The type of exercise you can do depends a lot on where your 


degenerative arthritis is. You may be able to exercise on a sta- 
tionary bicycle as the bicycle will support your weight. You should 
be able to do exercises that help to maintain the muscle strength 
of your abdominal muscles (situps and leg lifts). 


Swimming is particularly good exercise for people with prob- 


lems of the joints in the back, hips, legs and feet because you can 
exercise without supporting your body weight. 


Why don't you see a specialist in physical medicine or at least a 


physical therapist to work out an exercise routine that will be 
compatible with your own case.

Chicken soup recipe 
leads to tasty salad 


Dear Dorothy: What type of chicken do you buy and how do you 


cook it to make the best chicken salad? —Mrs. E. Newmann 


This question leads directly Into a recipe for chicken soup. For 


me, one flows directly out of the other. The best chicken salad 
tastes the way the soup is flavored. The task begins with a search 
for a nice hen with some yellow fat (for more flavor). Most of the 
visible fat is cut off because the skin has ample fat to flavor the 
soup. The hen goes into a pot with water to cover and to the 
average-size chicken are added two carrots, two stalks of celery 
(with leaves on), a medium-size onion studded with two cloves, 
one bay leaf, two whole black peppers, a sprig of parsley and salt 
and pepper. Let it come to a boil, spoon off the top scum and the 
chicken is then simmered (never boiled) until done. Then correct 
the seasoning and let the chicken cool in the broth, the cover ajar. 
When it's almost cool, put both soup and bird in the refrigerator, 
separately of course. Next day just lift the fat off the soup. What 
to put in It ds a matter of individual desire — rice, noodles, matzoh 
ball dumplings. Any way it's served, it's a winner. So, too, the 
salad you make from the cooked bird. 


Dear Dorothy: Maybe my trick of adding chlorine bleach to the 


wash will help others who had the same problem I did. I put a red 
nail-polish mark on a quart jar to mark the exact amount of 
bleach for a load. Bleach goes in to that point. The jar is then 
filled with water so there is no chance of anything being touched 
with straight bleach. -Nan Eddings 


Dear Dorothy: Soup scum is very heavy on our shower door. Is 


there some not-too-fancy way to get it off? —Barbara Lyons 


When the door is completely dry, rub with either 000 or 0000 


steel wool. The stuff will flake off. This also works on ceramic tile.

Alerf poses nuclear question 


No one likes to think about it and few of us really 


believe it can happen. 


But a nuclear holocaust- is a possibility and it is 


examined In the CBS drama special "Red Alert," 
today at 8 p.m. on Channel 2. 


The time is 1977 and the setting is a nuclear power 


station in Minnesota. There is a mysterious break- 
down and a gigantic Proteus computer, monitoring 
and coordinating activity at a network of 64 nuclear 
plants throughout the country, mistakenly detects es- 
caping radiation. 


The Minnesota nuclear power station is sealed off, 


trapping 14 technicians inside. One daring soul final- 
ly decides to brave it inside the sealed building, only 
to discover there is no radiation leak and no threat 
of nuclear explosion. 


IN THE TRADITION of near-disaster shows, this 


story keeps the viewers on the edge of their seats 
and leaves them thinking that,- despite all the 
scripted suspense, such an event really could take 
place. 


We have come to rely so completely on machines 


that there is no telling what such blind devotion can 
lead to nor just what sort of end to mankind we are 
flirting with. 


The adversaries in this story, based on Harold 


King's novel "Paradigm Red," are Frank Brolen 
(William Devane), the investigator for the Depart- 
ment of Nuclear Energy who does an on-site probe 
into the crisis, and his boss, Henry Stone (Ralph 
White), who goes strictly by the book and shudders 
to think his computer could be wrong. 


Stone refuses to reverse the computer-ordered 


sealing of the nuclear power station. The computer 
reports a radiation leak, which, unarrested, could 
result in a nuclear explosion, Stone believes. 


Brolen believes the machine is wrong and sets out 


to defy the establishment with the help of Carl 
Wyche (Michael Brandon), his partner and a detec- 
tive by trade. 


THE SETTING of a nuclear power plant doesn't 


come cheap in Hollywood, so the movie was filmed 
on location at NASA's mission control center in 
Houston, and NASA's nearby space environment 
simulation laboratory. 


The acting, for the most part, is intense. Devane 


received Emmy nominations for his portrayal of 
President John F. Kennedy in "The Missiles of Octo- 
ber" and as John Henry Faulk in "Fear on Trial." 
Waite plays the father and bread-winner on "The 
Waltons" and also had a starring role in the ABC 
novel "Roots." Brandon has starred in a number of 
television specials, including "Queen of the Stardust 
Ballroom" and "The Red Badge of Courage." 


After viewing this film, you will better understand 


what prompts protest and fear in people who learn 
that a nuclear power plant is to be constructed in 
their neighborhood. Nuclear power plants are a 
touchy subject and this special confronts the most 
dangerous aspect of any such project. 


This probably will be only the beginning of a num- 


ber of television programs dealing with the question 
of nuclear power. Even coated with Hollywood sus- 
pense, it is just as well we begin to reckon with the 
situation. 


WLS tveathers strike 


Management personnel at WLS-TV, from station 


manager Phil Boyer on down, are busy filling in for 
cameramen, sound engineers, newswriters, switch- 
board operators, traffic and communications person- 
nel and music clearance staff who are on strike. 


About 160 members of the National Assn. of Broad- 


cast Engineers and Technicians walked off their jobs 
late Monday. Affected by the strike are ABC-owned 
Channel 7 television station at 190 N. State St. and 
radio stations WLS-AM and WDAI-FM at 360 N. 
Michigan Ave. An estmated 1,500 NABET members

across the country are striking against the American 
Broadcasting Company over the staffing of minicam 
crews, seniority regulations and other working condi- 
tions. 


ABC officials in New York and Chicago say the 


strike should not interfere with regular program- 
ming, although the network has a number of broad- 
casts scheduled requiring special staffing such as 
Barbara Walters' reports from Cuba, coverage of the 
Indianapolis 500 auto race and the Preakness horse 
race. 


A concern of WLS-TV station officials is whether 


on-the-air talent, who belong to a union of their own, 
will honor the NABET picket lines and walk off their 
jobs, also. 


Officials of the union Tuesday said they expect the 


strike to be a long one. Meetings in Washington this 
past week have failed to produce an agreement con- 
cerning ABC's attempt to limit the union's jurisdic- 
tion. The network and union have been bargaining on 
a new contract since April 1. 


A strike at ABC in 1967 lasted nine weeks. NBC 


and CBS have weathered strikes over similar griev- 
ances during the last several years. 


A WLS spokesman Tuesday said many of the sta- 


tion's personnel are trained in the basic operation of 
equipment and will be able to provide normal pro- 
gramming indefinitely.

Before you choose an air conditioner, ask 
the dealer ,for its energy efficiency ratio. • 
This number tells you the efficiency of a 
unit. An air conditioner with an EER 
number of 8 or above will be thrifty for 
you electrically. 


The EER number is computed by divid- 


ing the BTUs by the watts. A 12,000-BTU 
unit that uses 1500 watts will rate an 8. 
If the EER doesn't appear on the tag or 
metal nameplate, use this simple formula 
yourself. It's a worthwhile exercise that 
can pay off in electric dollar savings 
over the long run. 
Don't buy too much capacity.

Windows" turn the world blue. Forget 
the symbolism, the images — the pre- 
dominant theme is color. 


People who waited in line this week

But few saw the same 
imagery as they entered the gallery. 


Most knew the six panels represent- 


ed music, dance, painting, theater, lit- 
erature and American freedom. With- 
out any signs, however, people spent 
much of their time trying to figure out 
•which was which. 


• THE STATUE of Liberty was

dead giveaway In the third panel 
which represented American freedom. 
Birds, people and candelabra were 
less definitive images used in other 
windows, and debate ensued as to 
whether one figure was a dancer or 
an actor. 


"We're just trying to figure out. 


what was what," said Ginger Lesman 
of Lake Forest. "We're going down to 
see if there is a booklet explaining it 
right now." 


For others, like the school children 


from Oriole Park Elementary School 
on Chicago's North Side, the symbols 
had little meaning. 


"I think the colors got them," said 


Marlene Ciesla, a parent accom- 
panying the school group.

U.S. aid for 5 
area suburbs 


The Cook County Board this week ap- 


proved an application for $14 million 
in federal block grants, including 
$564,890 for projects in five Northwest 
suburbs. 


Along with the request for federal 


funds, the county board voted to sub- 
mit a low-Income housing assistance 
plan that calls for 3,800 subsidized 
housing units in 1977 for unincorpo- 
rated Cook County, and 11,400 units 
during the next three years. 


The housing plan calls for the units 


to be distributed among new, existing 
and rehabilitated buildings in unin- 
corporated suburban Cook County and 
in communities that have indicated a 
willingness to participate in the plan. 


THE BLOCK GRANT proposals and 


the housing assistance plan are part 
of the U.S. Housing and Community 
Development Act. 


Northwest suburbs whose requests 


were approved Monday are: 


• Elk Grove Village which re- 


quested $100,000 for development of a 
senior citizens center and $5,000 for 
the preparation of a housing mainte- 
nance code. 


• Mount Prospect which is seeking 


$41,000 to hire a village planner and 
$12,890 to repair the roof of its senior 
center. 


• Prospect Heights which is seek- 


ing $320,000 for capital improvement 
projects, $24,000 for community plan- 


ning and $2,000 to develop a housing 
assistance plan. 


• Schaumburg which applied for 


$20,000 for a housing assistance plan. 


• Wheeling which asked for $40,000 


for a housing and planning program. 


The block grant requests were rec- 


ommended for approval by the Cook 
County Community Development Ad- 
visory Council, a committee of county 
officials, citizen groups and suburban 
mayors including Mount 
Prospect 


Mayor Carolyn H. Krause, Palatine 
Village Pres. Robert J. Guss Jr., and 
Schaumburg Village Pres. Raymond 
Kessell. 


Other Northwest suburbs either sub- 


mit their own community devel- 
opment application directly to the 
U.S. Dept. of Housing and Urban De- 
velopment, or do not participate in 
the program. 


County Board member Carl Hansen, 


Mount Prospect, voted against the 
housing assistance plan because he 
said it enables the county to designate 
low-income housing units in any unin- 
corporated area zoned for apartment 
housing regardless of the wishes of 
neighboring municipalities. 


Hansen called the provision a "loop 


hole" that could be used by the feder- 
al government to force low-income 
housing units into areas where it is 
not wanted or appropriate. 


He also said he disagreed with the 


calculations that resulted in a goal of 
3,800 subsidized housing units. 


County board approves 
jail renovation plans 


The Cook County Board has paved 


the way for the renovation of the 48- 
year-old county jail by approving re- 
modeling plans. 


During the initial remodeling one 


cell will be made out of every two to 
bring the facility closer to state and 
federal standards, said Michael Igoe, 
county board secretary who presented 
the broad outlines of the project. 


An improved fire alarm system, 


firefighting equipment, cleaning and 
other maintenance work also is being 
considered. But Igoe said he could not 
estimate the total cost of the project 
until engineering studies, authorized 
Monday, have been completed. 


Conditions at the county jail have 


been the frequent target of prison re- 


form groups and recently became the 
subject of a suit filed by the federal 
government alleging the jail is unfit 
for housing prisoners. 


Igoe said by combining two of the 


jail's 4-by-8 foot cells, the county wiE 
be able to meet the state's minimum 
standard of 64-square-feet per cell. 


But he conceded the jail still would 


not conform to a standard of 80- 
square-feet per cell adopted by the 
federal court in New York whtre a 
U S. government lawsuit resulted in 
closing of the Tombs prison. 


Igoe said the cell conversion would 


be done one tier at a time. Eventual- 
ly, however, the total number of cells 
at the ajil will be reduced from 1,320 
to about 650, he said.

The Cubs indulged in their most su- 


perfluous orgy of scoring in modern 
history at Wrigley Field Tuesday. 


People who never hit homers were 


hitting homers. Runs were scoring in 
bunches larger and more frequently 
than normal. Base hits were bouncing 
off Cub bats at a pre-World War II 
rate. 


THE FINAL SCORE was 23-6. Only 


in 1922 had the Cubs scored more 
times in one game, and then they 
needed ail 26 to beat the Phillies by 
three. 


The bloodied victims Tuesday were 


seven sore-armed San Diego pitchers, 
sacrificial lambs sent in by manager 
John McNamara to appease the lusty 
Chicago Cub batters. 


What happened Tuesday only hap- 


pens in little boys' dreams and 
McNamara's nightmares. The dreams 
and the nightmares both came true in 
one violent afternoon at Cubs Park. 


HOW IT BEGAN, is still unclear. 


Witnesses at the scene would say only 
that the wind was blowing from home 
plate to the centerfield bleachers at a 
23-mile-per-hour clip. To say, then, 
that the wind was not a factor would 
be misstating the case grossly. 


When it was over, the Cubs had a 


record-tying seven homers, a pair of 
eight-run innings and 24 hits. 


"I don't know if my homer would 


have gone out without the wind," said 
Cub switch-hitter Steve Ontiveros, 
who hammered a three-run shot to 


left field during the eight-run third in- 
ning. "But I hit it well." 


"It felt good when I hit mine," said

LANDOVER, Md. — No other man 


in the history of boxing has ever done 
as much for it as Muhammad Ali, and 
now if he's anywhere near as smart 


• as he says he is, he should do some- 


thing for himself. 


He should quit. The sooner, the bet- 


ter. 


I'm not the only one who says it. 


Herbert Muhammad, his manager 
says the same thing, and so does Ali 
himself. 


HIS PERFORMANCE at the Capi- 


tal Centre here Monday night against 
Alfredo Evangelista, an unintirnidated 
and aspiring 22-year-old Uruguayan 
heavyweight 
who now makes his 


home in Spain, was, -as AM put it, "not 
bad for a 35-year-old man." 


He was right about that. There was 


no question but that he earned the 
unanimous 15-round decision he was 
awarded by referee Harry Cecchini 
and the two judges, Terry Moore and 
Ray Klingmeyer. But he had to reach- 
back to achieve it, way back to those 
much easier times when it never tax- 
ed him half as much to accomplish 
the same thing he did against some 
second-rater like Alfredo Evangelista. 


Herbert 
Muhammad never 
has 


pulled any punches with Ali. He has 
always been bone honest with him, 
telling him straight out when he 
thought he was wrong as well as when 
he thought he was right.

Ali's manager was waiting for the

"OH, YES," he answered. 
"How recently?" 
"Well," said Herbert Muhammad, 


"it could be as recent as tonight." 


He wasn't joking, either, although 


an Earnie Shavers match at Madison 
Square Garden within the next 90 
days is practically all set, after which 
Ali wants to try "one more" against 
the winner of an eventual Ken Norton- 
Jimmy Young fight. 


Sitting on the edge of a rubbing 


table in his dressing room after the 
fight, Ali was informed of what his 
manager had said only 20 minutes be- 
fore. 


"Herbert Muhammad says he feels 


you should quit," Ali was told. 


"He's right," was the response. "I 


gotta get out. If the movie does the 80 
million I expect it to, I'd quit next 
week. You know, this could be my last 
fight." ' 


THE WAY he said it, Muhammad 


Ali meant every word. Right at that 
moment, anyway. Ten minutes later, 
he changes his mind. 


The movie he's talking about is 


''The Greatest," due to be released 
shortlly and starring guess who? 


"It'll be bigger than 'Rocky,' Ali 


said. "They told me I'm a natural as 
an actor. I told them why shouldn't I 
be, I've been acting all my life."

The suit was filed in Manhattan 
Supreme Court by Jack L. Hayes of North Branford, Conn., and 
names as defendants Dempsey, his stepdaughter, Barbara Piatelli 
Dempsey, who helped write the book "Dempsey," and Harper and 
Row Publishers Inc. 


In his suit, Hayes charges Dempsey's book contained "false, 


libelous and defamatory matter" in its denial that Dempsey ever 
fathered a son. Dempsey wrote in the book that he had two daugh- 
ters by another wife, Hannah, and that through the years, at least 
20 young men presented themselves to him "as my long lost sons, 
Unfortunately or fortunately I had no son and that was that."

Win on first-round finesse 


One of the inherent difficulties in 


learning the best way to play various 
card combinations is that apparently 
similar ones require different techniques. 


Thus, when you are going to finesse 


for a queen you first learn to postpone 
the finesse until the second round to 
give yourself a chance to pick up the 
queen if it happens to be a singleton. 


Today's hand presents an exception 


to the rule. South s correct line of play 
is to ruff the second heart, enter dum- 
my with the ace of diamonds, lead the 
nine of spades and take a first round 
finesse. When it works he repeats the 
finesse, picks up the queen of trumps 


THE BORN LOSER 


and makes five or six depending on 
whether or not his opponents discard 
correctly on the spades. 


Why is the first round finesse correct 


with today's hand? 


The reason is that dummy only has 


two trumps. Hence, while the play of 
the ace picks up a singleton queen in the 
West hand it makes it impossible to pick 
up four to the queen in the East hand. 


Thus, the first-round finesse gains 


any time West has a small singleton, 
loses only to the singleton queen and is 
clearly the better play.

Tiny organism 
that causes 
illness is germ 


Andy sends the Encyclopaedia Britan- 


nica's 1977 Yearbook of Science and the 
Future to Katie Fullam, 10, of Kezar 
Falls, Maine, for her question: 


WHAT ARE GERMS? 
Included when we say "germ" are 


many types of bacteria and viruses. 


At least 500 different types of viruses 


have been discovered. They have been 
linked to a number of diseases includ- 
ing cancer. They are neither plant nor 
animal, but are forms of life that do not 
have a nucleus or a distinct cellular 
membrane as is true of all cells and 
other micro-organisms. 


Some scientists say that viruses were 


the first form of life on earth, and that 
they were formed out of the available 
organic chemicals. Just exactly how 
they came about and how other forms 
may have sprung from them may never 
be known, but scientific research cer- 
tainly continues. 


We know that today's viruses cannot 


live alone. They seek hosts to aid in 
their nutrition and reproduction. They 
spread by contamination. Viruses may 
be sneezed or coughed into the air and 
can float about until breathed in or 
swallowed with food. 


Bacteria are tiny, single-celled plants 


which can reproduce by fission — that 
is, each cell can split in half to form two 
completely new organisms. They can 
be round or rod-shaped and grow in 
clumps, chains, pairs or singly. 


There are many kinds of bacteria 


but only a few are dangerous to humans. 
The bad ones are known as pathogens, 
and they are responsible for such serious 
infections as tuberculosis, diphtheria, 
typhoid fever, pneumonia and tetanus 
as well as leprosy, boils and scarlet 
fever. 


The cocci type of bacteria causes 


over 90 per cent of all skin infections. 
They are subdivided according to the 
arrangement and grouping of the bacte- 
rial cells. Those which form rows of 
cells resembling a chain are known as 
streptococci. When the cells stay in 
pairs after splitting, they are called 
diplococci; and when the cells remain 
in irregular masses resembling clusters 
of grapes, we call it staphylococcus. 


The specialists in the field of biology 


•who study microscopic life forms called 
bacteria are bacteriologists. Some may 
have Ph.D. degrees while others hold 
letters in medicine. In the applied bacte- 
riology field, the doctor may work with 
disease prevention as a sanitary bacte- 
riologist, or he may work as a patholog- 
ical bacteriologist with bacteria that 
cause disease in man and animals.

Arbor Day is observed in the United 


States, Canada and some other countries 
as the day for the planting of trees, es- 
pecially by children. The word Arbor 
comes from the Latin, meaning tree — 
and the celebration was designed to en- 
courage an interest in forestry. 


The celebration was first suggested 


in 1865 by B G. Northrop, secretary of 
the Connecticut board of education. The 
name was probably first used by J. S. 
Morton in Nebraska in 1872. Ohio intro- 
duced the observance in 1882. 


Arbor Day doesn't fall on the same 


date in every state. It is observed in 
either April or May in some states and 
in December, January and February 
by some Southern states.

But the joy of the family being to- 


gether was shattered Tuesday, a day 
of gnef for the family Mrs Gaystan 
remained in her bedroom weeping. 
Some of the older children wept. The 
youngest ones, who did not fully com- 
prehend the impact of their brother's 
death, sat around the apartment doing 
things to amuse themselves. The chil- 
dren were given a few new toys and 
lollipops by their parents. 


Several relatives of the family were 


in the apartment Tuesday to lend sup- 
port to the Gaystans. With his face 
unshaven and his eyes red from lack 
of sleep, Gaystan grieved quietly. 


A routine investigation into the 


boy's death is being conducted by the 
Cook County Medical Examiner's of- 
fice. A spokesman said Tuesday night 
that an examination of the body would 
be conducted today.

"What conceivable right does the 


government have to interfere with the 
treatment between a doctor and 
patient?" asked Totten. "Something is 
very wrong when we make cancer 
patients cancer cnminals." 


THE SUBSTANCE, made from an 


extract of apricot pits, has been out- 
lawed by the Federal Drug Adminis- 
tration because it has not been proven 
a cancer cure as some — including 
cancer patients themselves — claim. 


Rep. Aaron Jaffe, D-Chicago, said 


the bill does not legalize Laetrile "H 
you think you're doing the public 
some good, you're just fooling your- 
self. All it does is provide liability 
waiver for doctors and hospitals. It 
doesn't legalize it, it doesn't allow it 
to be manufactured. We can't counter- 
mand FDA regulations." 


Totten was asked after passage how 


doctors would get the substance. 


"They're getting if 
he said. "I 


don't know how but doctors are get- 
ting it." 


HE SAID THE FDA has been shut- 


ting down operations in the United 
States which manufacture the sub- 
stance He said he hopes to have an 
amendment introduced when the bill 
gets to the Senate, that would allow 
Laetrile to be manufactured in mi- 
mis. 


Rep. Terry Steczo, D-Tintey Park, 


said the bill does not provide, as do 
Laetrue laws in other states, that a 
thorough examination of a patient be 
conducted, that the patient have ter- 
minal cancer and that orthodox treat- 
ments be shown ineffective before it 
can be prescribed. 


"This bill provides for none of 


these," Steczo said. "I'm concerned 
that if we pass Laetrile, next session 
we might as wett license faith healers 
and voodoo doctors." 


Other opponents said Laetrile treat- 


ment causes patients to avoid other 
known cancer treatments. One oppo- 
nent called the bill a "consumer 
fraud." 


Columbo murder case goes to trial

The long wait ends today: Patricia 


Columbo and Frank DeLuca go on 
trial for the May 4, 1976, slaymgs of 
Miss Columbo's Elk Grove Village 
family. 


A jury of 12 men and women, from 


middle-class backgrounds much like 
Miss Columbo's and DeLuca/s. will 
decide whether the pair is guilty of 
the killings of Miss Columbo's parents 
and her 13-year-old brother. 


The trial begins at 10 a.m. today in 


Judge R. Eugene Pincham's court- 
room, a year and two days after po- 
lice arrested Miss Columbo, 20 and 10 
months after police arrested DeLuca, 
39 


The defendants are accused of plot- 


ting and carrying out the torture-slay- 
ings of Frank Columbo, 43; his wife 
Mary, 41, and their son, Michael, 13, 


who lived at 55 E. Brantwood Dr , Elk 
Grove Village. 


MISS COLUMBO and DeLuca alle- 


gedly used a bowling trophy, a pair of 
scissors and a .38-caliber revolver to 
murder the family. 


The bodies were found bearing shal- 


low slash wounds. Michael had been 
stabbed nearly 100 times, while his fa- 
ther had been burned an undeter- 
mined number of times with a lighted 
cigm-et, and his skull smashed with 
the trophy. 


Mrs 
Columbo's body was found 


clad in nightclothes, her panties 
around her ankles. An autopsy later 
showed she had not been raped. • 


All three had been shot in the head 


— Mrs. Columbo and Michael once 
each, and Frank 
Columbo, three 


times. 


Prosecutors will weave a tale of 


sex, violence and the supernatural in 
their attempt to convince jurors that 
the defendants — a slim, beautiful 
young woman and her lover, a lean, 
quiet father of five — carried out the 
brutal murders. 


INCLUDED IN evidence are state- 


ments by Miss Columbo that she had 
sex with members of an alleged con- 
spiracy and that after she was ar- 
rested she had a vision of the killings. 


Miss Columbo allegedly has told po- 


lice she also saw the ghost of her fa- 
ther, who said, "Jesus, Pat, you've 
done wrong, but I forgive you." 


Attorneys say they expect the trial, 


at the Cook County Criminal Courts 
Building, 26th Street and California 
Avenue, Chicago, to last at least a 
month. 


Introduced into the trial will be 


reams of documents, statements by 


evidence experts and testimony by as 
many as 130 witnesses. 


"The facts make if (the case) com- 


plicated," said Algis Baliunas, assist- 
ant Cook County State's Attorney in 
charge of the prosecution. 


"It's- not an occurrence that took 


place over a five-minute period, like a 
bar-room brawl," Baliunas said. "It's 
a preplanned, premeditated, system- 
atic eradication of three people that 
started six to eight months before the 
murders occurred." 


Before Miss Columbo and DeLuca 


met in late 1973. they led comfortable, 
unassuming lives. 


MISS COLUMBO was a student at 


Elk Grove High School. DeLuca was a 
pharmacist and a manager of the 
Walgreen store at 955 Grove Mall, Elk

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City council majority leaves losers on outside

Monday nights in the Des Plaines 


council chambers are beginning to 
look like the showdown at the O.K. 
Corral. 


When the smoke clears after a cru- 


cial roll call, the same four aldermen 
bite the dust. And those four say 
they're getting pretty tired of always 
being on the losing end. 


"For some strange reason they're 


all banded together," Aid. Irene Bir- 
chfield, 5th, Tuesday said of the vic- 
torious aldermen. 


MRS. BIRCHFIELD is one of four 


incumbent aldermen who didn't publi- 
cly endorse former acting mayor 
Charles J. Bolek in the April munici- 
pal election. Bolek lost the election to 
Herbert H. Volberding after a bitter 
campaign. 


The aldermen who supported Bqlek 


'won, however, and retain control of 
the city council. Mrs. Birchfield is 
joined in the minority by aldermen 
Arthur Erbach, 5th, Robert Sullivan, 
2nd, and Robert M. Kraves, 6th. 


"We're considered to be people on 


the outside because we didn't support 
Bolek," Mrs. Birchfield said. 


"It's funny, because I did support 


Bolek in private. Apparently they 
didn't feel this was enough, because I 
was branded an outsider," she said. 


THE BATTLE LINES were drawn 


May 2nd, at Volberding's first council 
meeting. Just moments after he was 
sworn-in, the council stripped Vol- 
berding of his power to make com- 
mittee assignments by a 12-4 vote, 
and appointed a list submitted by Aid. 


Alan Abrams, 8th. 


At his second council meeting, May 


16, Volberding received a second ma- 
jor setback. The council voted not to 
pay a Chicago consulting firm for a 
transitional report it is preparing for 
the new mayor, leaving him to pick- 
up the $2,000 fee. Aldermen com- 
plained that Volberding did not con- 
sult them before hiring the firm.

Erbach, like Mrs. Birchfield, said

Erbach said he hopes the rift in the

Return 
with us now to the thrilling days of 
yesterday," Cole said. 


"Amen, brother," Kerr said. 
"I have not met with Mr. Stavros. If 


you make statements like this, they 
have to be backed up by facts," Hem 
said. 


"Facts like why you want to get 


rid of the village attorney and why 
you are meeting with Mr. Stavros? 
When is the last time you met?" Cole 
asked.

Stavros, 3705 Whirlaway Dr., North- 


brook, former Wheeling Township 
Democratic committeeman, pleaded 
guilty in 1974 to federal extortion, per- 
jury and tax evasion in connection 
with a zoning shakedown. He was sen- 
tenced to four years in prison and pa- 


roled in September 1975. 


The village in August filed suit 


against Stavros, three former officials 
and five firms in an attempt to recoup 
bribe money paid to the officials for 
zoning favors. The suit asks for a re- 
turn of the bribe money paid to the 
officials and $1 million in punitive 
damages. 


Cole and Kerr were elected to the 


village board on a reform ticket that 
pledged to end corruption in the vil- 
lage. Hein was a member of the board 
at the time of the shakedown scandal.

Despite all the hazards, 
scavengers love the work

John Gaddlni walked along with the 


slow moving Mercedes Benz garbage 
truck, holding his finger up for the 
driver to see. It was covered with 
blood. 


"I've been wounded," he said. 
But Gaddini wiped the blood away 


and went on with his work. With one 
hand he picked up paper bags full of 
grass, food, tin cans and broken glass 
and swung the garbage effortlessly 
into the back of the truck. 


The cut was minor; the kind that 


happens often in Gaddini's work as a 
Rolling Meadows garbageman. Some- 
times the injuries are more serious. 
"I had 22 stitches in my leg once," 
said driver Al Steinhoff. 


BROKEN GLASS is just one of the 


hazards. There are disposable dia- 
pers, cans full of cooking grease that 
can give the garbageman an "oil 
bath," and rainy days when the truck 
gets stuck in the mud at the dump. 


But there's a special reward for the 


garbageman in Rolling Meadows. 
He's not just another employe of an- 
other scavenger service, but a city- 
employed public servant just like the 
firefighter or policeman. There are 
only seven other publicly employed 
crews in the Chicago area, and he 
may get to ride in a parade when a 
polished silver and orange truck is 
put on display. 


So, In spite of the dirt, the smell 


and the dangers, the men say they 
love their jobs, and they would hate 
to see the city hire a private scaven- 
ger service to do their work. 


The city may do just that. At the 


suggestion of Aid. Raymond Neuck- 
ranz, 1st., Assistant City Mgr. Charles 
Green and Public Works Director 
John Hennessy are studying the ad- 
vantages of dropping the city's own 
service and hiring a private con- 
tractor. Neuckranz said he believes it 
would save the city money in mainte- 
nance of machinery and salaries of 
employes. 


THE GARBAGEMEN don't think 


much of this Idea. 


"I heard about it, but I don't believe 


it," said Steinhoff, as he drove a load 
of compacted garbage to the dump on 
Harrington Road in Hoffman Estates 


"If they do it, I wouldn't stay with 


the city. I think most of the garbage 
guys would leave. We really enjoy our 
work." 


Steinhoff also said he believes the 


residents will prefer to keep the city's 
service. 


"A private scavenger wouldn't put 


up with the stuff we do," he said. "I 
think they'll want us to keep the gar- 
bage guys. We have no weight limit 
and no limit on bags. You put 100 
bags out and we'll pick them up." 


Angelo DiSanti, another garbage- 


man, pointed out that the residents 
are not charged a fee for the service. 


"Other towns may get unlimited 


pickup, but they're paying," he said. 
"These people get it all free." 


THE R E S I D E N T S don't pay 


directly, that is. "Of course they pay 
for it through taxes," saitdiCryM g. 
for it through taxes," said City Mgr. 
Thomas Palmer. "But I guess it's not 
the same when they don't pay a fee." 


But it costs more in taxes every 


year. The city expects to spend 
$563,000 for garbage collection this 
year, up from $410,000, and two of the 
9-year-old Mercedes Benz trucks need 
to be replaced at a cost of $55,000 
each. 


That prompted the administrators 


to suggest residents pay a $3 monthly 
fee for garbage collection. The alder- 
men quickly scrapped that idea but 
agreed to examine the cost of hiring a 
private contractor. 


"We'll have to complete the study 


before we really know if we're losing, 
money," Mayor Roland J. Meyer 
said, "But the past few years it look- 
ed like the city was going in that di- 
rection." 


IF THE CITY DOES drop the ser- 


vice, Hennessy said he can find other 
jobs for the men in public works. But 
he is not happy about the prospect. 


"It would be easy for me, with ev- 


erything else I have to do, to go to a 
private contractor," he said. "My 
salary wouldn't drop. But you don't 


get the commitment with a private 
company that we have." 


The city started its own service 


about nine years ago mainly because 
of problems with striking garbage 
men," he added. "You go to a private 
contractor and you've got to deal with 
unions and negotiations and con- 
tracts." 


The real advantage to having a city 


service, Hennessy said, is the ability 
of the city to handle residents' com- 
plaints promptly. 


"Do you think a private scavenger 


would go back and take care of prob- 
lems the same day?" he asked. "If a 
resident alleges we missed something, 
we'll go back the same day and pick 
it up. You don't get this with a private 
company." 


Supervisor Keith Smith, who has 


been with the city for 12 years, said 
he will not leave if he can no longer 
be a garbageman. But he hopes he 
can keep the job he now has. 


As he drove the truck, stopping ev- 


ery few feet and watching while the 
two men in back picked up the gar- 
bage, he talked about his job. 


"We work at a nice steady pace and 


it makes the time go fast," he said. "I 
can't believe it; ui all these years I've 
never gotten bored with the job "

FBI SPECIAL AGENT William F. 


Samuel K. Skin- 
ner had been informed of the scheme 
two weeks ago by Shassian. Federal 
authorities monitored the alleged pay- 
off Monday night, Skinner and Beane 
said.

Young Rafael was a third grader at 
Stevenson School, 1375 S. Wolf Rd., 
Prospect Heights, just north of the 
Gaystan apartment. 


But the joy of the family being to- 


gether was shattered Tuesday, a day 
of grief for the family. Mrs. Gaystan 
remained in her bedroom weeping. 
Some of the older children wept. The 
youngest ones, w|o did not fully com- 
prehend the impact of their brother's 
death, sat around the apartment doing 
things to amuse themselves. The chil- 
dren were given a few new toys and 
lollipops by their parents. 


Several relatives of the family were 


in the apartment Tuesday to lend sup- 
port ,to the Gaystans. With his face 
unshaven and his eyes red from lack 
of sleep, Gaystan grieved quietly. 


A routine investigation into the 


boy's death is being conducted by the 
Cook County Medical Examinee's of- 
fice. A spokesman said Tuesday night 
that an examination of the body would 
be conducted today. 


After viewing the body Tuesday, 


Gaystan said that his son had suffered 
a wound to the head. Authorities de- 
clined to comment on the wound, 
pending the autopsy today.

Laetrile 
approved 
by House 


SPRINGFIELD, DI. (UPI) — The 


I l l i n o i s House Tuesday over- 
whelmingly approved a bill that would 
allow doctors and hospitals to admin- 
ister the controversial cancer sub- 
stance "Laetrile." 


Following the lead of other states in 


recent weeks, the House passed the 
measure, 130-29, and sent it to the 
Senate. 


Rep. Donald Totten, R-Hoffman Es- 


tates, said the basic issue in the Laet- 
rile controversy centers on "freedom 
of choice." 


"What conceivable -right does the 


government have to interfere with the 
treatment between a doctor and 
patient?" asked Totten. "Something is 
very wrong when we make cancer 
patients cancer criminals." 


THE SUBSTANCE, made from an 


extract of apricot pits, has been out- 
lawed by the Federal Drug Adminis- 
tration because it has not been proven 
a cancer cure as some — including 
cancer patients themselves — daim. 


Rep. Aaron Jaffe, D-Chicago, said 


the bill does not legalize Laetrile "If 
you think you're doing the public 
some good, you're just fooling your- 
self. All it does is provide liability 
waiver for doctors and hospitals. It 
doesn't legalize it, it doesn't allow it 
to be manufactured. We can't counter- 
mand FDA regulations." 


Totten was asked after passage how 


doctors would get the substance. 


"They're getting it." he said. "I 


don't know how but doctors are get- 
ting it" 
HE SAID THE FDA has been shut- 


ting down operations in the United 
States which manufacture the sub- 
stance. He said he hopes to have an 
amendment introduced when the bill 
gets to the Senate, that would allow 
Laetrile to be manufactured in Illi- 
nois. 


Rep. Terry Steczo, D-Tinley Park, 


said the bin does not provide, as do 
Laetrile laws in other states, that a 
thorough examination of a patient be 
conducted, that the patient have ter- 
minal cancer and that orthodox treat- 
ments be shown ineffective before it 
can be prescribed. 


"This bill provides for none of 


these," Steczo said. "I'm concerned 
that if we pass Laetrile, next session 
we might as well license faith healers 
and voodoo doctors." 


Other opponents said Laetrile treat- 


ment causes patients to avoid other 
known cancer treatments. One oppo- 
nent called the bill a "consumer 
fraud." 


Columbo murder case goes to trial

The long wait ends today: Patricia 


Columbo and Frank DeLuca go on 
trial for the May 4, 1976, slayings of 
Miss Columbo's Elk Grove Village 
family. 
' A jury of 12 men. and women, from 
middle-class backgrounds much, like 
Miss, Columbo's and DeLuca's, will 
decide whether the pair is guilty of 
the killings'of Miss Columbo's parents 
and her 13-year-old brother. 


The trial begins at" 10 a.m. today in 


Judge R. "Eugene Pincham's court- 
room', a year and two days after po- 
lice arrested'Miss Columbo, 20 and 10 
months after police arrested DeLuca, 
39. 


The defendants are accused of plot- 


ting and carrying out the torture-slay- 
ings of Frank Columbo, 43; his wife 
Mary, 41, and their son, Michael, 13, 


who lived at 55 E. Brantwood Dr., Elk 
Grove'Village. 


MISS COLUMBO and DeLuca alle- 


gedly used a bowling trophy, a pair of 
scissors and a .38-caliber revolver to 
murder the family.' 


The bodies were found bearing shal- 


low slash wounds. Michael had been 
stabbed nearly 100 times, while his fa- 
ther had been burned an undeter- 
mined number of times with a lighted 
cigaret, and his skull smashed with 
the,trophy, 


Mrs. Columbo's body was found 


clad In nightclothes, her panties 
around her ankles. An autopsy later 
showed she had not been raped. 


All'three had been shot in the head 


— Mrs. ^Columbo and Michael once 
each, and Frank Columbo, three 
times. 


Prosecutors will weave a tale of 


sex, violence and the supernatural in 
their attempt to convince jurors that 
the defendants — a slim, beautiful 
young woman and her lover, a lean, 
quiet father of five — carried out the 
brutal murders. 


INCLUDED IN evidence are state- 


ments by Miss Columbo that she had 
sex with members of an alleged con- 
spiracy and that after she was ar- 
rested she had a vision of the killings. 


Miss Columbo allegedly has told po- 


lice she also saw the ghost of her fa- 
ther, who said, "Jesus, Pat, you've 
done wrong, but I forgive you." 


Attorneys say they expect the trial, 


at the Cook County Criminal Courts 
Building, 26th Street and California 
Avenue, Chicago, to last at least a 
month. 


Introduced into the trial will be 


reams of documents, statements by 


evidence experts and testimony by as 
many as 130 witnesses. 


"The facts make it (the case) com- 


plicated," said Algis Baliunas, assist- 
ant Cook County State's Attorney in 
charge of the prosecution. 


"It's not an occurrence that took 


place over a five-minute period, like a 
bar-room brawl," Baliunas said. "It's 
a preplanned, premeditated, system- 
atic eradication of three people that 
started six to eight months before 4he 
murders occurred." 


Before Miss Columbo and DeLuca 


met in late 1973, they led comfortable, 
unassuming lives. 


MISS COLUMBO was a student at 


Elk Grove High School. DeLuca was a 
pharmacist and a manager of the 
Walgreen store at 955 Grove Mall, Elk

Stavros occasionally visits the family 
auto parts store as a customer. 


Cole raised the question of Stavros' 


involvement in village government af- 
ter Trustee Dolores Dahm. a member 
of Hein's slate in the April election, 
proposed the board Interview law 
firms possibly to replace Village Atty. 
John Burke. A heated exchange in- 
volving Cole, Hein and 
Trustee 


Charles Kerr followed. 


"DID YOU CLEAR that with Mr. 


Stavros? Do you deny you've been 
meeting with James Stavros? Return 
with us now to the thrilling days of 
yesterday," Cole said. 


"Amen, brother," Kerr said. 
"I have not met with Mr. Stavros. If 


you make statements like this, they 
have to be backed up by facts," Hein 
said. 


"Facts like why you want to get 


rid of the village attorney and why 
you are meeting with Mr. Stavros? 
When is the last time you met?" Cole 
asked. 


"I have not met with Mr. Stavros," 


Hein said. 


"This village has a suit against Mr. 


Stavros. When was the last time you 
met with James Stavros?" Cole 
asked. 


"I NEVER MET with Mr. Stavros. 


James 
Stavros 


If he walks into the place where I do 
business, that's another matter," Hein 
said. 


Stavros could not be reached for 


comment Tuesday. 


Stavros, 3705 Whirlaway Dr., North- 


brook, former Wheeling Township 
Democratic committeeman, pleaded 
guilty in 1974 to federal extortion, per- 
jury and tax evasion in connection 
with a zoning shakedown. He was sen- 
tenced to four years in prison and pa- 
roled in September 1975. 


The village in August filed suit 


against Stavros, three former officials 
and five firms in an attempt to recoup 
bribe money paid to the officials for 
zoning favors. The suit asks for a re- 
turn of the bribe money paid to the 
officials and $1 million in punitive 


Cole and Kerr were elected to the 


village board on a reform ticket that 
pledged to end corruption in the vil- 
lage. Hein was a member of the board 
at the time of the shakedown scandal. 


Cole said there are reports that 


Stavros was seen talking with Hein at 
Wheeling Auto Parts, 141 S. Mil- 
waukee Ave., a store owned by Hein's 
parents. Cole said the meeting, which 
lasted for more than an hour, started 
in the business area and progressed to 
a back section of the store. He said 
Stavros also attended Hein's victory 
party the night of the election — a 
fact confirmed by Hein's campaign 
workers. 


HEIN SAID STAVROS has been a 


customer of Wheeling Auto Parts for 
the last 22 years. 


"I don't even know if he has been in 


the store (recently) but he does come 
in occasionally to pick up parts," 
Hein said. "Certain people involved in 
this present board don't want this new 
board to have its day in the sun. It 
will have its day in the sun." 


Alice Wargl and Chris Irmiter, two 


campaign workers for Hein, said Mon- 
day that Stavros was not involved in 
the April 19 election. 


"He had nothing to do with the elec- 


tion. If he came to the victory party 


No scavengers, garbagemen say 


by RUTH MUGALIAN 


John Gaddinl walked along with the 


slow moving Mercedes Benz garbage 
truck, holding his finger up for the 
driver to see. It was covered with 
blood. 


"I've been wounded," he said. 
But Gaddlni wiped the blood away 


and went on with his work. With one 
band he picked up paper bags full of 
grass, food, tin cans and broken glass 
and swung the garbage effortlessly 
into the back of the truck. 


The cut was minor; the kind that 


happens often in Gaddini's work as a 
Rolling Meadows garbageman. Some- 
times the Injuries are more serious. 
"I had 22 stitches in my leg once," 
said driver Al Steinhoff. 


BROKEN GLASS is just one of the 


hazards. There are disposable dia- 
pers, cans full of cooking grease that 
can give the garbageman an "oil 
bath," and rainy days when the truck 
gets stuck in the mud at the dump. 


But there's a special reward for the 


garbageman in Rolling Meadows. 
He's not just another employe of an- 
other scavenger service, but a city- 
employed public servant just like the 
firefighter or policeman. There are 
only seven other publicly employed 
crews in the Chicago area, and he 
may get to ride in a parade when a 
polished silver and orange truck is 
put on display. 


So, In spite of the dirt, the smell 


and the dangers, the men say they 
love their jobs, and they would hate 
to see the city hire a private scaven- 
ger service to do their work. 


The city may do just that. At the 


suggestion of Aid. Raymond Neuck- 
ranz, 1st., Assistant City Mgr. Charles 
Green and Public Works Director 
John Hennessy are studying the ad- 
vantages of dropping the city's own 
service and hiring a private con- 


tractor. Neuckranz said he believes it 
would save the city money in mainte- 
nance of machinery and salaries of 
employes. 


THE GARBAGEMEN don't think 


much of this idea. 


"I heard about it, but I don't believe 


it," said Steinhoff, as he drove a load 
of compacted garbage to the dump on 
Harrington Road in Hoffman Estates. 


"If they do it, 1 wouldn't stay with 


the city. I think most of the garbage 
guys would leave. We really enjoy our 
work." 


Steinhoff also said he believes the 


residents will prefer to keep the city's 
service. 


"A private scavenger wouldn't put 


up with the stuff we do," he said. "I 
think they'll want us to keep the gar- 
bage guys. We have no weight limit 
and no limit on bags. You put 100 
bags out and we'll pick them up." 


Angelo DLSanti, another garbage- 


man, pointed out that the residents 
are not charged a fee for the service. 


"Other towns may get unlimited 


pickup, but they're paying," he said. 
"These people get it all free." 


T H E R E S I D E N T S don't pay 


directly, that is. "Of course they pay 
for it through taxes," saitdiCryM g. 
for it through taxes," said City Mgr. 
Thomas Palmer. "But I guess it's not 
the same when they don't pay a fee." 


But it costs more in taxes every 


year. The city expects to spend 
$563,000 for garbage collection this 
year, up from $410,000, and two of the 
9-year-old Mercedes Benz trucks need 
to be replaced at a cost of $55,000 
each. 


That prompted the administrators 


to suggest residents pay a $3 monthly 
fee for garbage collection. The alder- 
men quickly scrapped that idea but 
agreed to examine the cost of hiring a 
private contractor. 


"We'll have to complete the study 


before we really know if we're losing 
money," Mayor Roland J. Meyer 
said, "But the past few years it look- 
ed like the city was going in that di- 
rection." 


IF THE CITY DOES drop the ser- 


vice, Hennessy said he can find other 
jobs for the men in public works. But 
he is not happy about the prospect. 


"It would be easy for me, with ev- 


erything else I have to do, to go to a 
private contractor," he said. "My 
salary wouldn't drop. But you don't 
get the commitment with a private 
company that we have." 


The city started its own service 


about nine years ago mainly because 
of problems with striking garbage 
men," he added. "You go to a private 
contractor and you've got to deal with 
unions and negotiations and con- 
tracts." 


The real advantage to having a city 


service, Hennessy said, is the ability 
of the city to handle residents' com- 
plaints promptly. 


"Do you think a private scavenger 


would go back and take care of prob- 
lems the same day?" he asked. "If a 
resident alleges we missed something, 
we'll go back the same day and pick 
it up. You don't get this with a private 
company." 


Supervisor Keith Smith, who has 


been with the city for 12 years, said 
he will not leave if he can no longer 
be a garbageman. But he hopes he 
can keep the job he now has. 


As he drove the truck, stopping ev- 


ery few feet and watching while the 
two men in back picked up the gar- 
bage, he talked about his job. 


"We work at a nice steady, pace and 


it makes the time go fast," he said. "I 
can't believe it; in all these years I've 
never gotten bored with the job."

"They (the MSD) want an entity, 


they want a conduit," to secure the 
land, said William Raysa, village at- 
torney who has been in contact with 
the MSD regarding the project. 


The MSD has discussed involving 


the state in condemning the land, 
Raysa said. 


Fabish said the board would prefer

Stavros for a single-family housing 
development at the southwest corner 
of Hintz and Wheeling roads would 
undermine the village's zoning laws, 
two village trustees have charged. 


Trustees John Cote and Charles 


Kerr Monday voted against two ordi- 
nances that would reduce substantial- 
ly the minimum lot size for single- 
family homes and change the land use 
for the 75-acre site. 


Although the 
zoning would be 


changed from multifamily to single- 
family, Cole and Kerr object to reduc- 
ing the minimum tot requirements in 
order to build 300 houses on the site. 
They said it would violate the intent 
of the village's zoning code. Final ac- 
tion on the two ordinances will come 
June?. 


THE ORDINANCES which had been 


rejected in April by the previous vil- 
lage board, were introduced by newly 
elected Trustee Hugh Spmmerfeld. 


"If we pass this ordinance, we just 


as soon throw away the zoning ordi- 
nance. The extent of the variations 
don't fit within our zoning ordinance. 
They're completely out of propor- 
tion," Kerr said. 


Cole said granting the variations re- 


quested by Stavros would be "ridicu- 
lous." 


"There goes the whole damn zoning

Laetrile 
approved 
by House 


SPRINGFIELD, 111. (UPI) — The 


I l l i n o i s 
House 
Tuesday 
over- 


whelmingly approved a bill that would 
allow doctors and hospitals to admin- 
ister the controversial cancer sub- 
stance "Laetrile." 


Following the lead of other states in 


recent weeks, the House passed the 
measure, 130-29, and sent it to the 
Senate. 


Rep. Donald Totten, R-Hoffman Es- 


tates, said the basic issue in the Laet- 
rile controversy centers on "freedom, 
of choice." 


"What conceivable right does the 


government have to interfere with the 
treatment between a doctor and 
patient?" asked Totten. "Something is 
very wrong when we make cancer 
patients cancer criminals." 


THE SUBSTANCE, made from an 


extract of apricot pits, has been out- 
lawed by the Federal Drug Adminis- 
tration because it has not been proven 
a cancer cure as some — including 
cancer patients themselves — data. 


Rep. Aaron Jaffe, D-Chicago, said 


the bill does not legalize Laetrile "If 
you think you're doing the public 
some good, you're just fooling your- 
self. AU it does is provide liability 
waiver for doctors and hospitals. It 
doesn't legalize it, it doesn't allow it 
to be manufactured. We can't counter- 
mand FDA regulations." 


Totten was asked after passage how 


doctors would get the substance. 


"They're getting it" he said. "I 


don't know bow but doctors are get- 
ting it." 


HE SAID THE FDA has been shut- 


ting down operations in the United 
States which manufacture the sub- 
stance. He said he hopes to have an 
amendment introduced when the bill 
gets to the Senate, that would allow 
Laetrile to be manufactured in Illi- 
nois. 


Rep Terry Steczo, D-Tinley Park, 


said the bill does not provide, as do 
Laetrile laws in other states, that a 
thorough examination of a patient be 
conducted, that the patient have ter- 
minal cancer and that orthodox treat- 
ments be shown ineffective before it 
can be prescribed. 


"This bill provides for none of 


these." Steczo said. "I'm concerned 
that if we pass Laetrile, next session 
we might as well license faith healers 
and voodoo doctors." 


Other opponents said Laetrile treat- 


ment causes patients to avoid other 
known cancer treatments. One oppo- 
nent called the bill a "consumer 
fraud." 


Columbo murder case goes to trial

The long wait ends today: Patricia 


Columbo and Frank DeLuca go on 
trial for the May 4, 1976, slayings of 
Miss Columbo's Elk Grove Village 
family. 


A jury of 12 men and women, from 


middle-class backgrounds much like 
Miss Columbo's and DeLuca's, will 
decide whether the pair is guilty of 
the killings of Miss Columbo's parents 
and her 13-year-old brother. 


The trial begins at 10 a.m. today in 


Judge R. Eugene Pincham's court- 
room, a year and two days after po- 
lice arrested Miss Columbo, 20 and 10 
months after police arrested DeLuca, 
39 


The defendants are accused of plot- 


ting and carrying out the torture-slay- 
ings of Frank Columbo, 43; his wife 
Maty, 41, and their son, Michael, 13, 


who lived at 55 E Brantwood Dr , Elk 
Grove Village. 


MISS COLUMBO and DeLuca alle- 


gedly used a bowling trophy, a pair of 
scissors and a 38-caliber revolver to 
murder the family. 


The bodies were found bearing shal- 


low slash wounds Michael had been 
stabbed nearly 100 times, while his fa- 
ther had been burned an undeter- 
mined number of times with a lighted 
cigaret, and his skull smashed with 
the trophy 


Mrs 
Columbo's body was found 


clad 
in mghtclothes, her panties 


around her ankles. An autopsy later 
showed she had not been raped. 


All three had been shot in the head 


— Mrs. Columbo and Michael once 
each, and Frank Columbo, three 
time1;. 


Prosecutors will weave a tale of 


sex. violence and the supernatural in 
their attempt to convince jurors that 
the defendants — a slim, beautiful 
young woman and her lover, a lean, 
quiet father of five — carried out the 
brutal murders. 


INCLUDED IN evidence are state- 


ments by Miss Columbo that she had 
sex with members of an alleged con- 
spiracy and that after she was ar- 
rested she had a vision of the killings. 


Miss Columbo allegedly has told po- 


lice she also saw the ghost of her fa- 
ther, who said, "Jesust Pat, you've 
done wrong, but I forgive you." 


Attorneys say they expect the trial, 


at the Cook County Criminal Courts 
Building, 26th Street and California 
Avenue, Chicago, to last at least a 
month. 


Introduced into the trial will be 


reams of documents, statements by 


evidence experts and testimony by as 
many as 130 witnesses. 


"The facts make it (the case) com- 


plicated," said Algis Bahunas, assist- 
ant Cook County State's Attorney in 
charge of the prosecution. 


"It's not an occurrence that took 


place over a five-minute period, like a 
bar-room brawl," Baliunas said. "It's 
a preplanned, premeditated, system- 
atic eradication of three people that 
started six to eight months before the 
murders occurred." 


Before Miss Columbo and DeLuca 


met in late 1973, they led comfortable, 
unassuming lives. 


MISS COLUMBO was a student at 


Elk Grove High School. DeLuca was a 
pharmacist and a manager of the 
Walgreen store at 955 Grove Mall. Elk

This sum- 
mer, mosquitos could breed in the 
stagnant water, which the district has 
not drained from the site, Schultz 
said. 


"They (the district) haven't done 


anything to develop that area. It's a 
health hazard. Right now it's nothing 
but weeds and water," he said. 


"THE BOARD OF commissioners is 


as interested in seeing the site devel- 
oped as the people are," he said. The 
problem in developing it involves the 
question of where the money for such 
development comes from, he said. 


Park District Director Stanley Cros- 


land said the water, which is standing

Young Rafael was a third grader at 
Stevenson School, 1375 S. Wolf Rd., 
Prospect Heights, just north of the 
Gaystan apartment. 


But the joy of the family being to- 


gether was shattered Tuesday, a day 
of grief for the family. Mrs. Gaystan 
remained in her bedroom weeping. 
Some of the older children wept. The 
youngest ones, who did not fully com- 
prehend the impact erf their brother's 
death, sat around the apartment doing 
things to amuse themselves. The chil- 
dren were given a few new toys and 
lollipops by their parents. 


Several relatives of the family were 


in the apartment Tuesday to lend sup- 
port to the Gaystans. With his face 
unshaven and his eyes red from lack 
of sleep, Gaystan grieved quietly. 


A routine investigation into the 


boy's death is being conducted by the 
Cook County Medical Examiner's of- 
fice. A spokesman said Tuesday night 
that an examination of the body would 
be conducted today.

Gaystan said that his son had suffered 
a wound to the head.

Laetrile

SPRINGFIELD, 111. (UPD - The

whelmingly approved a bill that would 
allow doctors and hospitals to admin- 
ister the controversial cancer sub- 
stance "Laetrile." 


Following the lead of other states in 


recent weeks, the House passed the 
measure, 130-29, and sent it to the 
Senate. 


Rep. Donald Totten, R-Hoffman Es- 


tates, said the basic issue in the Laet- 
rile controversy centers on "freedom 
of choice." 


"What conceivable right does the 


government have to interfere with the 
treatment 
between a doctor and 


patient?" asked Totten. "Something is 
very wrong when we make cancer 
patients cancer criminals." 


THE SUBSTANCE, made from an 


extract of apricot pits, has been out- 
lawed by the Federal Drug Adminis- 
tration because it has not been proven 
a cancer cure as some — including 
cancer patients themselves — claim. 


Rep. Aaron Jaffe, D-Chicago, said 


the bill does not legalize Laetrile "If 
you think you're doing the public 
some good, you're just fooling your- 
self. All it does is provide liability 
waiver for doctors and hospitals. It 
doesn't legalize it, it doesn't allow it 
to be manufactured. We can't counter- 
mand FDA regulations.'' 


Totten was asked after passage how 


doctors would get the substance. 


"They're getting it-" he said. "I 


don't know how but doctors are get- 
ting it." 


HE SAID THE FDA has been shut- 


ting down operations in the United 
States which manufacture the sub- 
stance. He said he hopes to have an 
amendment introduced when the bill 
gets to the Senate, that would allow 
Laetrile to be manufactured in Illi- 
nois. 


Rep. Terry Steczo, D-Tirdey Park, 


said the bill does not provide, as do 
Laetrile laws in other states, that a 
thorough examination of a patient be 
conducted, that the patient have ter- 
minal cancer and that orthodox treat- 
ments be shown ineffective before it 
can be prescribed. 


"This bill provides for none of 


these," Steczo said. "I'm concerned 
that if we pass Laetrile, next session 
we might as well license faith healers 
and voodoo doctors." 


Other opponents said Laetrile treat- 


ment causes patients to avoid other 
known cancer treatments. One oppo- 
nent called the bill a "consumer 
fraud." 


Columbo murder case goes to trial

The long wait ends today: Patricia 


Columbo and Frank DeLuca go on 
trial for the May 4, 1976, slayings of 
Miss Columbo's Elk Grove Village 
family. 


A jury of 12 men and women, from 


middle-class backgrounds much like 
Miss Columbo's and DeLuca's, will 
decide whether the pair is guilty of 
the killings of Miss Columbo's parents 
and her 13-year-old brother. 


The trial begins at 10 a.m. today in 


Judge R. Eugene Pincham's court- 
room, a year and two, days after po- 
lice arrested Miss Columbo, 20 and 10 
months after police arrested DeLuca, 
39. 


The defendants are accused of plot- 


ting and carrying out the torture-slay- 
ings of Frank Columbo, 43; his wife 
Mary, 41, and their son, Michael, 13, 


who lived at 55 E. Brantwood Dr., Elk 
Grove Village. 


MISS COLUMBO and DeLuca alle- 


gedly used a bowling trophy, a pair of 
scissors and a .38-caliber revolver to 
murder the family. 
• The bodies were found bearing shal- 
low slash wounds. Michael had been 
stabbed nearly 100 times, while his fa- 
ther had been burned an 
undeter- 


mined number of times with a lighted 
cigaret, and his skull smashed with 
the trophy. 


Mrs. Columbo's body was found 


clad 
in night clothes, her panties 


around her ankles. An autopsy later 
showed she had not been raped. 


All three had been shot in the head 


— Mrs. Columbo and Michael once 
each, and Frank Columbo, three 
times. 


Prosecutors will weave a tale of 


sex, violence and the supernatural in 
their attempt to convince jurors that 
the defendants — a slim, beautiful 
young woman and her lover, a lean, 
quiet father of five — carried out the 
brutal murders. 


INCLUDED IN evidence are state- 


ments by Miss Columbo that she had 
sex with members of an alleged con- 
spiracy and that after she was ar- 
rested she had a vision of the killings. 


Miss Columbo allegedly has told po- 


lice she also saw the ghost of her fa- 
ther, who said, "Jesus, Pat, you've 
done wrong, but I forgive you." 


Attorneys say they expect the trial, 


at the Cook County Criminal Courts 
Building, 26th Street and California 
Avenue, Chicago, to last at least a 
month. 


Introduced into the trial will be 


reams of documents, statements by 


evidence experts and testimony by as 
many as 130 witnesses. 


"The facts make it (the case) com- 


plicated," said Algis Baliunas, assist- 
ant Cook County State's Attorney in 
charge of the prosecution. 


"It's not an occurrence that took 


place over a five-minute period, like a 
bar-room brawl," Baliunas said. "It's 
a preplanned, premeditated, system- 
atic eradication of three people that 
started six to eight months before the 
murders occurred." 


Before Miss Columbo and DeLuca 


, met in late 1973, they led comfortable, 
unassuming lives. 


MISS COLUMBO was a student at 


Elk Grove High School. DeLuca was a 
pharmacist and a manager of the 
Walgreen store at 955 Grove Mall, Elk

At 
this point, there is no appellate pro- 
cess, and the charges weren't even 
proved," she said. "This board has 
done more to set back the idea young 
people have of authority and people in 
authority than almost anything." 


SEGER, WHO ACTED as tempora-

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Thrilled by the trill of bagpipes 


by MARSHA S. BOSLEY 


When Richard Eaton first heard the 


sound of bagpipes it made him "tingle 
all over." 


That was more than half a century 


ago as he watched a parade pass 
through the streets of a small eastern 
Ohio town. 


Now 61, and a piper himself, he still 


Is titillated by the Scottish vibes. 


"I was always thrilled by the music 


of the bagpipes," Eaton said, as he 
sipped a glass of white wine in his 
Mount Prospect home. "It is stimu- 
lating and stirring in sound when it is 
played well." 


EATON HAS BEEN piping as a 


soloist and with the Chicago High- 
landers band for 21 years. Although 
he once was a proficient player of the 
piano, cello, trombone, tuba and or- 


gan, those instruments now are mere- 
ly memories of his past. 


"I got into it because of a burning 


desire to play the bogpipes after play- 
ing several other instruments," said 
Eaton, 420 We-Go Tr. "It's a hobby 
and yet I'm a professional player as 
well." 


Eaton, an advertising sales execu- 


tive for Readers Digest in Chicago, 
lias a collection of 500 bagpipe tunes, 
80 of which he has memorized. 


"There is a great variety of music 


available," he said. "From military 
music to slow marches and laments to 
very fast tunes played primarily for 
highland dancing." 


BAGPIPES ARE a natural part of 


Eaton's Scottish heritage. He was in- 
troduced to the instrument by a cous- 
in who often played for him. 


"Then over the years I heard a lot 


-of recorded bagpipe music," he said. 
"It enables a musician to express al- 
most all of the moods known to man. 
I had a hard time locating a teacher, 
though. It's 
a very 
difficult in- 


strument to learn. It takes a lot more 
wind than any other instrument. It 
cannot be self taught." 


The bagpipe tradition probably will 


live on in the Eaton family for years. 
His 26-year-old son, Jim, already is a 
piper. Eaton said his instrument, 
which he carries in an old trumpet 
case, is so durable it "can be passed 
on from generation to generation al- 
most forever." 


Even more colorful than the bag- 


pipes are the costumes worn by the 
musicians. Eaton has four different 
kilts for almost every occasion from 


military parades and funerals to for- 
mal evening affairs. 


IT TAKES EATON about 20 minutes 


to assemble, tune and warm up his 
bagpipes. He practic.es as if he were a 
member of the Scottish Regiment, 
giving it all he's got and marching 
tall the length of his living room. 


A good piper who has played for 


several years practices on a daily 
basis, Eaton said, "or a minimum of 
once or twice a week. My practice 
varies according to my travel and 
business." 


Eaton said some aspiring pipers 


could master the art in three yeaijs. 
"The tradition is it takes seven 
years," he said. "But you never stop 
learning or trying to perfect. Just like 
a great pianist like Arthur Rubens- 
tein, you practice until you die."

He faces a 
maximum penalty of 20 years in jail 
and $10,000 fine if indicted and con- 
victed.

Shassian wore electronic monoitoring 


devices during the alleged payoff, ac- 
cording to the government complaint 
against Rapp filed in U.S. District 
Court Tuesday.

Irma twice visited their children, 
when they could afford to return to 
Mexico, where they were staying with 
grandparents. 


When the children arrived, Gaystan 


said his family was once again togeth- 
er. All were placed in area schools. 
Young Rafael was a third grader at 
Stevenson School, 1375 S. Wolf Rd., 
Prospect Heights, just north of the 
Gaystan apartment. 


But the joy of the family being to- 


gether was shattered Tuesday, a day 
of grief for the family. Mrs. Gaystan 
remained in her bedroom weeping. 
Some of the older children wept. The 
youngest ones, who did not fully com- 
prehend the impact of their brother's 
death, sat around the apartment doing 
things to amuse themselves. The chil- 
dren were given a few new toys and 
lollipops by their parents. 


Several relatives of the family were 


in the apartment Tuesday to lend sup- 
port to the Gaystans. With his face 
unshaven and his eyes red from lack 
of sleep, Gaystan grieved quietly. 


A routine investigation into the 


boy's death is being conducted by the 
Cook County Medical Examiner's of- 
fice. A spokesman said Tuesday night 
that an examination of the body would 
be conducted today. 


After viewing the body Tuesday, 


Gaystan said that his son had suffered 
a wound to the head. Authorities de- 
clined to comment on the wound, 
pending the autopsy today.

Laetrile 
approved 
by House 


SPRINGFIELD, 111. (UPD — The 


I l l i n o i s 
House 
Tuesday 
over- 


whelmingly approved a bill that would 
allow doctors and hospitals to admin- 
ister the controversial cancer sub- 
stance "Laetrile." 


Following the lead of other states in 


recent weeks, the House passed the 
measure, 130-29, and sent it to the 
Senate. 


Rep. Donald Totten, R-Hoffman Es- 


tates, said the basic issue in the Laet- 
rile controversy centers on "freedom 
of choice." 


"What conceivable right does the 


government have to interfere with the 
treatment 
between 
a doctor and 


patient?" asked Totten. "Something is 
very wrong when we make cancer 
patients cancer criminals."' 


THE SUBSTANCE, made from an 


extract of apricot pits, has been out- 
lawed by the Federal Drug Adminis- 
tration because it has not been proven 
a cancer cure as some — including 
cancer patients themselves — claim. 


Rep. Aaron Jaffe, D-Chicago, said 


the bill does not legalize Laetrile "If 
you think you're doing the public 
some good, you're just fooling your- 
self. All it does is provide liability 
waiver for doctors and hospitals. It 
doesn't legalize it, it doesn't allow it 
to be manufactured. We can't counter- 
mand FDA regulations." 


Totten was asked after passage how 


doctors would get the substance. 


"They're getting it-" he said. "I 


don't know how but doctors are get- 
ting it." 


HE SAID THE FDA has been shut- 


ting down operations in the United 
States which manufacture the sub- 
stance. He said he hopes to have an 
amendment introduced when the bill 
gets to the Senate, that would allow 
Laetrile to be manufactured in Illi- 
nois. 


Rep. Terry Steczo, D-Tinley Park, 


said the bill does not provide, as do 
Laetrile laws in other states, that a 
thorough examination of a patient be 
conducted, that the patient have ter- 
minal cancer and that orthodox treat- 
ments be shown ineffective before it 
can be prescribed. 


"This bill provides for none of 


these," Steczo said. "I'm concerned 
that if we pass Laetrile, next session 
we might as well license faith healers 
and voodoo doctors." 


Other opponents said Laetrile treat- 


ment causes patients to avoid other 
known cancer treatments. One oppo- 
nent called the bill a "consumer 
fraud." 


Columbo murder case goes to trial

The long wait ends today: Patricia 


Columbo and Frank DeLuca go on 
trial for the May 4, 1976, slayings of 


"Miss Columbo's Elk' Grove Village 
famiiy. 


A jury of 12 men and women, from 


middle-class backgrounds much like 
Miss Columbo's and DeLuca's,, will 
decide whether 'the pair is guilty of 
the killings of Miss Columbo's parents 
and her,13-year-old brother. 


The trial begins at 10 a.m. today in 


Judge R. Eugene Pincham's court- 
room, a year and two days after po- 
lice arrested Miss Columbo, 20 and 10 
months after police arrested DeLuca, 
39. 


The defendants are accused of plot- 


ting and carrying out the torture-slay- 
ings of Frank Columbo, 43; his wife 
Mary, 41, and their son, Michael, 13, > 


who lived at 55 E. Brantwood Dr., Elk 
Grove Village. 


MISS COLUMBO and DeLuca alle- 


gedly used a bowling trophy, a pair of 
scissors and a ,38-caliber revolver to 
murder the family. 


The bodies were found bearing shal- 


low slash wounds. Michael had been 
stabbed nearly 100 times, while his fa- 
ther had been burned an undeter- 
mined' number of times with a lighted 
cigaret, and his skull 'smashed with 
the trophy. , 


Mrs. 
Columbo's body was found 


clad in nightclothes, her 
panties 


around her .ankles. -An autopsy later 
showed she had not been raped. 


All three had been shot in the head 


— Mrs, 'Columbo and Michael once 
each, and Frank Columbo, three 
times. 


Prosecutors will weave a tale of 


sex, violence and the supernatural in 
their attempt to convince jurors that 
the defendants — a slim, beautiful 
young woman and her lover, a lean, 
quiet father of five — carried out the 
brutal murders. 


INCLUDED IN evidence are state- 


ments by Miss Columbo that she had 
sex with members of an alleged con- 
spiracy and that after she was ar- 
rested she had a vision of the killings. 


Miss Columbo allegedly lias told po- 


lice she also saw the ghost of her fa- 
ther, who said, "Jesus, Pat, you've 
done wrong, but I forgive you." 
• Attorneys say they expect the trial, 
at the Cook County Criminal Courts 
Building, 26th Street and California 
Avenue, Chicago, to last at least a 
month. 


Introduced into the trial will be 


reams of documents,. statements by 


evidence experts and testimony by as 
many as 130 witnesses. 


"The facts make it (the case) com- 


plicated," said Algis Baliunas, assist- 
ant Cook County State's Attorney in 
charge of the prosecution. 


"It's not an occurrence that took 


place over a five-minute period, like a 
bar-room brawl," Baliunas said. "It's 
a preplanned, premeditated, system- 
atic eradication of three people that 
started six to eight months before the 
murders^occurred." 


Before Miss Columbo and DeLuca 


met in late 1973, they led comfortable, 
unassuming lives. 


MISS COLUMBO was a student at 


Elk Grove High School. DeLuca was a 
pharmacist and a manager of the 
Walgreen store at 955 Grove Mall, Elk

voted to 
uphold 
Principal 


Thomas HlUesheim's decision. Board 
Pres. Robert Creek was not at the 
meeting. 


As interpreted by Dist. 211 attorney 


John Hager, the 3-3 vote and lack of a 
majority for overruling the decision 
means that the suspensions stand. 


HJLLESHEIM HAD charged seniors 


Mary Hill, Fran Cotton and Teri Ba- 
sinstci and junior Chris Sebastian! 
with "gross misconduct and in- 
subordination" for their part is set- 
ting up the Ditch Day. 


In accordance with Dist. 211's pol- 


icy, the students requested a suspen- 
sion hearing, asking the board to rule 
on Hillesheim's decision. 


Board members either may support 


or overrule a principal's decision in 
discipline cases. 


Several board members said Tues- 


day they feel a degree of pressure to 
back all administrative decisions but 


also try to look at all sides of an issue 
before deciding whether to support 
district principals. 


MRS. ALBRECHT SAID she does 


not like the board's policy of suspend- 
ing students who are truant or repea- 
tedly tardy and said the board must 
take steps to change the policy. 


"But last night (Monday) wasn't the 


time to do it," she said. Because Hill- 
esheim's decision to suspend the stu- 
dents did not violate policy, she said 
she supported him. 


Stenstrom said he voted his con- 


science, choosing to overrule the sus- 
pensions because they were too severe 
a punishment. 


"I'm a firm backer of the adminis- 


tration, and I think we should back 
the administration," he said. "But in 
this case the punishment was way too 
severe for the crime." 


About 50 students and 
parents 


crowded into the Dist. 211 board room 
to hear the board's decision. Most had 
waited more than four hours to hear 
the ruling. 


WHILE THE BOARD heard testi- 


mony about the case, residents met 
privately to choose a spokesman and 
to decide what to say to the board if 
the suspension was not overruled. 


"It's a consensus of concerned par- 


ents that the punishment doesn't fit 
the crime," spokesman Peter Smith 
of Hoffman Estates told the board. "If 
the students must be penalized, the 


parents feel it should be the entire 
class, not just singling out four scape- 
goats." 


He received 
extended 
applause 


from the spectators and board mem- 
ber Gillette when he added, "As a 
parent, I can't support the board's ac- 
tion."

The board also voted unanimously 


to clear each of the students' per- 
manent records so that no mention of 
the suspension is made. 


The girls will be allowed to attend 


all school functions after 4 p.m. Fri- 
day, 
when their suspensions end. 


These include the prom and induction 
into the National Honor Society. 


SEGER ASSURED THE girls that 


they would be able to make up missed 
school work without penalty to their 
academic standing. 


The students, who were in tears, 


urged the board to reconsider, point- 
ing out that laboratory courses, films 
and drafting assignments could not be 
made up easily either at home or sev- 
eral days after their classmates had 
participated. 


"You 
will have full facilities to 


make up the work," Seger promised 
them. "This will put a lot of responsi- 
bility on Mr. Hillesheim's shoulders." 


Jan Bierman, attorney for the stu- 


dents, asked the board how it could 
guarantee the students' school work 
would not be jeopardized and criti- 
cized the board for its decision, 


"The decision is grossly against the 


manifest weight of the evidence. At 
this point, there is no appellate pro- 
cess, and the charges weren't even 
proved," she said. "This board has 
done more to set back the idea young 
people have of authority and people in 
authority than almost anything." 


SEGER, WHO ACTED as tempora- 


ry board president in Creek's ab- 
sence, said he was "heartbroken" at 
having to make a difficult decision, 
"but you have to vote the way you 
feel is right, and I voted on that 
basis." 


He said the administration has been 


instructed to come up with alterna- 
tives for Ditch Day punishments and 
also for suspensions. The alternatives 
will be presented at the board's next 
meeting May 26. 


Regina Hill, Mary's mother, said 


the girls' parents have not decided 
whether to take their case to court. 
Lawyers have advised them a civil 
suit may be their only recourse, but it 
is doubtful the parents will use that 
option because "it's too costly," she 
said. 


Mrs. Hill said she was surprised 


and pleased that so many students 
and parents demonstrated their sup- 
port of the girls' cause. 


"I couldn't believe that many par- 


ents would come and stay so long, es- 
pecially when they're not involved," 
she said. "I think that's fantastic." 


Chances for 1-90 interchange dim 


The proposed 1-90 interchange at 


Biesterfield Road may be dying quiet- 
ly. 


It has been more than four months 


since the last discussion of the propos- 
al, and state and local officials said 
Tuesday chances appear slim the $4 
million cloverleaf will be built. 


Tom Morimoto, programming bu- 


reau chief for the Illinois Dept. of 
Transportation, said it is "very un- 
likely" the project, which has been 
under consideration for more than two 
years, will ever get off the ground. 


"IT MAY BE a possibility,"- he 


said. "Anything's possible." 


Similar comments were made by 


Elk Grove Village officials, both those 
who have favored the interchange and 
those who have opposed it. 


"I kind of got that feeling over a 


year ago, to tell you the truth, that 
there was a good chance that that in- 
terchange may not materialize," said 
Trustee Nanti L. Vanderweel, a pre- 
vious proponent. 


"I've kind of gotten the same con- 


clusion," added Trustee Edward W. 
Kenna, an opponent. "Unless they get 
90 per cent federal funding, I don't 
think it's ever going to go through." 


The official status of the proposal is 


dormancy. Mormoto said it has been 
tabled and "we're just not taking any 
further action on it at this time."

THE MATTER has rested there

MRS. PAVEY HAS long objected to 


using taxes on the farmhouse and has 
suggested the historical society fi- 
nance and support Its own project. 
She said the village already has spent 
more than $6,000 for repairs to the 
building. 


She says she fears the village will

But Lyerla said 
he supports the village giving the 
project "a push, but I don't intend to 
spend 580,000.

Meanwhile, the project remains on 


IDOT's back burner. Mrs. Vanderweel 
said she assumes Elk Grove Village 
would have to take the leadership role 
if the interchange ever is to be re- 
vived.

allow doctors and hospitals to admin- 
ister the controversial cancer sub- 
stance "Laetnle." 


Following the lead of other states hi 


recent weeks, the House passed the 
measure, 130-29, and sent it to the 
Senate. 


Rep Donald Totten, R-Hoffman Es- 


tates, said the basic issue in the Laet- 
rile controversy centers on "freedom 
of choice." 


"What conceivable right does the 


government have to interfere with the 
treatment between a doctor and 
patient?" asked Totten. "Something is 
very wrong when we make cancer 
patients cancer criminals." 


THE SUBSTANCE, made from an 


extract of apricot pits, has been out- 
lawed by the Federal Drug Adminis- 
tration because it has not been proven 
a cancer cure as some — including 
cancer patients themselves — claim. 


Rep. Aaron Jaffe. D-Cmcago, said 


the bill does not legalize Laetnle "If 
you think you're doing the public 
some good, you're just fooling your- 
self. All it does is provide liability 
waiver for doctors and hospitals. It 
doesn't legalize it, rt doesn't allow it 
to be manufactured. We can't counter- 
mand FDA regulations." 


Totten was asked after passage how 


doctors would get the substance. 


"They're getting it." he said. "I 


don't know how but doctors are get- 
ting it." 


HE SAID THE FDA has been shut- 


ting down operations in the United 
States which manufacture the sub- 
stance. He said he hopes to have an 
amendment introduced when the bill 
gets to the Senate, that would allow 
Laetnle to be manufactured in Illi- 
nois. 


Rep. Terry Steczo, D-Tinley Park, 


said the bill does not provide, as do 
Laetrile laws in other states, that a 
thorough examination of a patient be 
conducted, that the patient have ter- 
minal cancer and that orthodox treat- 
ments be shown ineffective before it 
can be prescribed. 


"This bill provides for none of 


these," Steczo said. "I'm concerned 
that if we pats Laetrile, next session 
we might as well license faith healers 
and voodoo doctors." 


Other opponents said Laetnle treat- 


ment causes patients to avoid other 
known cancer treatments. One oppo- 
nent called the bill a "consumer 
fraud." 


Columbo murder case goes to trial

The long wait ends today: Patricia 


Columbo and Frank DeLuca go on 
trial for the May 4, 1976, slayings of 
Miss Columbo's Elk Grove Village 
family. 


A jury of 12 men and women, from 


middle-class backgrounds' much like 
Miss Columbo's and DeLuca's, will 
decide whether the pair is guilty of 
the killings of Miss Columbo's parents 
and her 13-year-old brother. 


The trial begins at 10 a.m. today in 


Judge A. Eugene Plncham's court- 
room, a'year and two days after po- 
lice arrested Miss Columbo, 20 and 10 
months after police arrested DeLuca, 
39. 


The defendants are accused of plot- 


ting and carrying out the torture-slay- 
ings of Frank Columbo,' 43; his wife 
Mary, 41, and their son, Michael, 13, 


who lived at 55 E. Brantwood Dr., Elk 
Grove Village. 


MISS COLUMBO and DeLuca alle- 


' gedly used a bowling trophy, a pair of 


scissors and a 38-caliber revolver to 
murder the family. 


The bodies were found bearing shal- 


low slash wounds. Michael had been 
stabbed nearly 100 times, while his fa- 
ther had been burned an undeter- 
mined number of times with a lighted 
cigaret, and his skull smashed with 
the trophy. 


Mrs. Columbo's body was found 


clad in nightdothes, her panties 
around her ankles. An autopsy later 
showed she had not been raped. 


All three had been shot In the head

"The {acts make it (the case) com-

"It's not an occurrence that took

Chances for 1-90 interchange dim 


The proposed 1-90 interchange at 


Biesterfield Road may be dying quiet- 
iy. 


It has been more than four months 


since the last discussion of the propos- 
al, and state and local officials said 
Tuesday chances appear slim the $4 
million cloverleaf will be built. 


Tom Morimoto, programming bu- 


reau chief for the Illinois Dept. of 
Transportation, said it is "very un- 
likely" the project, which has been 
under consideration for more than two 
years, will ever get off the ground. 


"IT MAY BE a possibility," he 


said. "Anything's possible." 


Similar comments were made by 


Elk Grove Village officials, both those 
who have favored the interchange and 
those who have opposed it. 


"I kind of got that feeling over a 


year ago, to tell you the truth, that 
there was a good chance that that in- 
terchange may not materialize," said 
Trustee Nanci L. Vanderweel, a pre- 
vious proponent. 


"I've kind of gotten the same con- 


clusion," added Trustee Edward W. 
Kenna, an opponent. "Unless they get 
90 per cent federal funding, I don't 
think it's ever going to go through." 


The official status of the proposal is 


dormancy. Mormoto said it has been 
tabled and "we're just not taking any 
further action on it at this time." He 
added that he doesn't know when fur- 
ther action may come. 


THE MATTEK has rested there 


since Jan. 12 when officials from Elk 
Grove 
Village,

change," Mrs. Vanderweel said Tues- 
day. 


Meanwhile, Morimoto said IDOT 


has dropped plans for trial time runs 
from various points west of 1-90 to the 
Alexian Brothers Medical Center, 800 
W. Biesterfield Rd. 


ACCESS TO the hospital has been 


considered one of two reasons to con- 
struct the interchange. 


However, Morimoto said that the 


growing capability of paramedic ser- 
vice has tended to diminish the impor- 
tance of that factor. 


"Delays getting a patient to the hos- 


pital is no longer that much of an 
emergency," he said. 


Kenna added that ground has been 


broken for a hospital in Hoffman Es- 
tates, which would decrease the 
amount of traffic west of 1-90 needing 
to get to Alexian.

John Gaddini walked along with the 


slow moving Mercedes Benz garbage 
truck, holding his finger up for the 
driver to see. It was covered with 
blood. 


"I've been wounded," he said. 
But Gaddini wiped the blood away 


and went on with his work. With one 
hand he picked up paper bags full of 
grass, food, tin cans and broken glass 
and swung the garbage effortlessly 
into the back of the truck. 


The cut was minor; the kind that 


happens often in Gaddini's work as a 
Rolling Meadows garbageman. Some- 
times the injuries are more serious. 
"I had 22 stitches in my leg once," 
said driver Al Steinhoff. 


BROKEN GLASS is just one of the 


hazards. There are disposable dia- 
pers, cans full of cooking grease that 
can give the garbageman an "oil 
bath," and rainy days when the truck 
gets stuck in the mud at the dump. 


But there's a special reward for the 


garbageman in Rolling Meadows. 
He's not just another employe of an- 
other scavenger service, but a city- 
employed public servant just like the 
firefighter or policeman. There are 
only seven other publicly employed 
crews in the Chicago area, and he 
may get to ride in a parade when a 
polished silver and orange truck is 
put on display. 


So, in spite of the dirt, the smell 


and the dangers, the men say they 
love their jobs, and they would hate 
to see the city hire a private scaven- 
ger service to do their work. 


The city may do just that. At the 


suggestion of Aid. Raymond Neuck- 
ranz, 1st., Assistant City Mgr. Charles 
Green and Public Works Director 
John Hennessy are studying the ad- 
vantages of dropping the city's own 
service and hiring a private con- 
tractor. Neuckranz said he believes it 
would save the city money in mainte- 
nance of machinery and salaries of 
employes. 


THE GARBAGEMEN don't think 


much of this idea. 


"I heard about it, but I don't believe 


it," said Steinhoff, as he drove a load 
of compacted garbage to the dump on 
Harrington Road in Hoffman Estates. 


"If they do it, I wouldn't stay with 


the city. I think most of the garbage 
guys would leave. We really enjoy our 
work." 


Steinhoff also said he believes the 


residents will prefer to keep the city's 
service. 


"A private scavenger wouldn't put 


up with the stuff we do," he said. "I 
think they'll want us to keep the gar- 
bage guys. We have no weight limit 
and no limit on bags. You put 100 
bags out and we'll pick them up." 


Angelo DiSanti, another garbage- 


man, 
pointed out that the residents 


are not charged a fee for the service. 


"Other towns may get unlimited 


pickup, but they're paying," he said. 
"These people get it all free." 


THE R E S I D E N T S don't pay 


directly, that is. "Of course they pay 
for it through taxes," saitdiCryM g. 
for it through taxes," said City Mgr. 
Thomas Palmer. "But I guess it's not 
the same when they don't pay a fee." 


But it costs more in taxes every 
year. The city expects to spend 


$563,000 for garbage collection this 
year, up from $410,000, and two of the 
9-year-old Mercedes Benz trucks need 
to be replaced at a cost of $55,000 
each. 


That prompted the administrators 


to suggest residents pay a $3 monthly 
fee for garbage collection. The alder- 
men quickly scrapped that idea but 
agreed to examine the cost of hiring a 
private contractor. 


"We'll have to complete the study 


before we really know if we're losing 
money," Mayor Roland J. Meyer 
said, "But the past few years it look- 
ed like the city was going in that di- 
rection." 


IF THE CITY DOES drop the ser- 


vice, Hennessy said he can find other 
jobs for the men in public works. But 
he is not happy about the prospect. 


"It would be easy for me, with ev- 


erything else I have to do, to go to a 
private contractor," he said. "My 
salary wouldn't drop. But you don't 
get the commitment with a private 
company that we have." 


The .city started its own service 


about nine years ago mainly because 
of problems with striking garbage 
men," he added. "You go to a private 
contractor and you've got to deal with 
unions and negotiations and con- 
tracts." 


The real advantage to having a city 


service, Hennessy said, is the ability 
of the city to handle residents' com- 
plaints promptly. 


"Do you think a private scavenger 


would go back and take care of prob- 
lems the same day?" he asked. "If a 
resident alleges we missed something, 
we'll go back the same day and pick 
it up. You don't get this with a private 
company." 


Supervisor Keith Smith, who has 


been with the city for 12 years, said 
he will not leave if he can no longer 
be a garbageman. But he hopes he 
can keep the job he now has. 


As he drove the truck, stopping ev- 


ery few feet and watching while the 
two men in back picked up the gar- 
bage, he talked about his job. 


"We work at a nice steady pace and 


it maizes the time go fast," he said. "I 
can't believe it; in all these years I've 
never gotten bored with the job."

More township aid tied 
to revised U.S. figure 


Palatine Township will receive ad- 


ditional federal revenue-sharing funds 
this fiscal year — perhaps as much as 
$70.000 — if a clerical error by the

township's application is corrected. 


Township Supervisor Howard Olsen 


and Atty. Richard Cowen say they be- 
lieve the error was responsible for the 
township's lower revenue-sharing fund 
allocation this year. The tentative fig-

5167,000. while last year the township 
received $236,000. 


Olscn based the possible extra 


$70.000 on the difference between the 
1976-77 and the 1977-78 allocations. 


AT THE REQUEST of the township 


board, Cowen investigated the reasons 
for this year's lower allocation and 
found the road and bridge fund taxes 
were not included when the township's 
allocation was being tabulated. 


Distribution 
of 
revenue sharing 


funds is based on population, per ca- 
pita income and the taxes received by 
a local unit of government. The tax 
receipt criteria is made up of three 
items: the town fund taxes, general 
assistance taxes and the road and 
bridge fund.

Washington, a mistake was 


made," Olsen said. 


Olsen said he has been in contact 


with u representative of the treasury 
department who said the error will be 
corrected and the township's alloca- 
tion retabulated. Olsen said there is a 
chance the new allocation figure will 
be ready by May 28, the day of a pub- 
lic hearing for approval of the 1977-78 
township budget. 


"BY NEXT TUESDAY or Wednes- 


day we will have our first followup 
contact to see if we can shake some- 
thing out," Olsen said. 


Olsen said thnt "for safety's sake" 


the board will not mokp any alloca- 
tions in excess of the $IB7,000 already 


pledged by the federal government if 
a new figure is not released before the 
revenue-sharing budget is approved. 


Olsen said the board has already re- 


ceived requests for more than $200,000 
in revenue-sharing funds. 


Cowen confirmed that the township 


will receive an additional amount of 
federal revenue-sharing funds, 
but 


would not make any predictions on 
how much more it will receive. 


"Because of the complexity of the 


revenue sharing formula, we can't 
compute how much the township will 
receive," Cowen said.

FBI SPECIAL AGENT William F. 


Samuel K. Skin- 
ner had been informed of the scheme 
two weeks ago by Shassian. Federal 
authorities monitored the alleged pay- 
off Monday night, Skinner and Beane 
said.

Laetrile 
approved 
by House 


SPRINGFIELD, HI. (UPI) — Th« 


I l l i n o i s House Tuesday over- 
whelmingly approved a bill that would 
allow doctors and hospitals to admin- 
ister the controversial cancer sub- 
stance "Laetrile." 


Following the lead of other states in 


recent weeks, the House passed the 
measure, 130-29, and. sent it to the 
Senate. 


Rep. Donald Totten, R-Hoffman Es- 


tates, said the basic issue in the Laet- 
rile controversy centers on "freedom 
of choice." 


"What conceivable right does the 


government have to interfere with the 
treatment between a doctor and 
patient?" asked Totten. "Something is 
very wrong when we make cancer 
patients cancer criminals." 


THE SUBSTANCE, made from an 


extract of apricot pits, has been out- 
lawed by the Federal Drug Adminis- 
tration because it has not been proven 
a cancer cure as some — including 
cancer patients themselves — claim. 


Rep. Aaron Jaffe, D-Chicago, said 


the bill does not legalize Laetrile "If 
you think you're doing the public 
some good, you're just fooling your- 
self. All it does is provide liability 
waiver for doctors and hospitals.

"The facts make it (the case) com- 


plicated," said Algis Batiunas, assist- 
ant Cook County State's Attorney in 
charge of the prosecution. 


"It's not an occurrence that took 


place over a five-minute period, like a 
bar-room brawl," Baliunas said. "It's 
a preplanned, premeditated, system- 
atic eradication of three people that 
started six to eight months before the 
murders occurred." 


Before Miss Columbo and DeLuca 


met in late 1973. they led comfortable, 
unassuming lives. 


MISS COLUMBO was a student at 


Elk Grove High School. DeLuca was a 
pharmacist and a manager of the 
Walgreen store at 9SS Grove Mall, Elk

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City council wrapup 


Roadwork slated 
for areas on east 


Major north-south and east-west routes will be constructed on 


the east side of Prospect Heights with a $344,000 grant awarded by 
Cook County Board. 


The grant was the largest approved this year by the board. The 


county allocated $14 million in federal community development 
funds this week. 


The allocation must be approved by the U.S. Dept. of Housing 


and Urban Development before the city receives it. 


The first phase of the road construction and improvement proj- 


ect would entail an engineering and traffic study of the area bor- 
dered by Milwaukee Avenue and Willow, Wolf and Palatine roads. 


The second phase would include construction of a north-south 


route between Willow and Palatine Frontage Road. The route 
would lie halfway between Wolf Road and Milwaukee Avenue. 


The east-west road, an extension of Apple Drive, would run from 


Willow Park Shopping Center to the new north-south route, im- 
proving access to the center. 


The council pledged $9,000 of the city's money to widen and 


repave Willow Road. 


In addition to the street improvement grant, Prospect Heights 


also received a $2,000 grant to study the future housing needs and 
desires of the city. 


U.S. funds urged for city hall site 


Aid. John Feyski has urged the council to set aside federal 


revenue-sharing money for purchase of a future city hall site. 


He suggested the council consider the German-American Associ- 


ation's offer to reserve up to five acres of its property for the city. 


"The price of this I would not expect to exceed $100,000," he 


said. 


The association owns 42 acres at Schoenbeck and Palatine roads. 


A multi-million dollar cultural center is tentatively planned there. 


Mayor Richard Wolf referred the land purchase matter to execu- 


tive session.

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Maple parking for residents only 


An ordinance limiting the Maple 


Street parking lot in downtown Mount 
Prospect to use by village residents 
only was approved Tuesday night by 
the village board. 


The restriction will take effect next 


month after commuters have been in- 
formed of the law. It prohibits non- 
residents and persons living in unin- 
corporated Cook County from parking 
in the Maple Street lot. 


Police will enforce the ordinance on 


the basis of Mount Prospect vehicle 
stickers display. Violators will be 
fined $5 il they pay when ticketed and 


up to $500 if they choose to"take their 
case to court and lose. 


VILLAGE MGR. Robert J. Eppley 


said Mount Prospect residents who 
commute to Chicago daily have valid 
complaints about the lack of adequate 
parking in the downtown lot. 


"Every time we take a survey by 


stickers, there are always fewer than 
50 per cent from Mount Prospect," 
Eppley said. "Probably because they 
get their earlier." 


He said most cars parked in the 


Maple Street lot are registered in 
neighboring towns. 


The plan originally was introduced 


earlier this year by former Trustee 
Edward B. Rhea Jr. during his unsuc- 
cessful mayoral campaign. Rhea said 
several commuters expressed concern 
about the lack of parking space in the 
Maple street lot, especially during the 
morning rush hour. 


THE PARKING LOT has 200 spaces 


and is the only commuter lot in the 
downtown area owned by the village. 
Mount Prospect operates three other 
parking lots downtown owned by the 
Chicago and North Western Ry. along 
the C&NW railroad tracks. Although 
police enforce parking in all down- 
town lots, the vilage has no authority 


to restrict usage in lots owned by the 
railroad. 


Eppley said the new law will 


"Change the habits of Mount Prospect 
commuters who now have to park in 
other lots like the Cumberland station 
lot, Des Plaines, when the Maple 
Street lot is full. 


Before enforcement, signs will be 


posted in the parking lot and notices 
will be placed on windshields inform- 
ing commuters of the new law. 


Commuters living in neighboring 


towns still may use the three other 
downtown lots. 


Krause urges rejection of funds 


Mount Prospect does not need a 


downtown planner and a secretary 
and should turn down $41,000 in feder- 
al funds granted the village to hire 
them, Mayor Carolyn Krause said 
Tuesday.

them are trained planners," Eppley 
said. "They never will be" because of 
the educational requirements. "It's a 
precise science." 


NEIGHBORING municipalities, in- 


e l u d i n g Des Plaines, Arlington 
Heights and Palatine have full-time 
planners. 


"It's unthinkable to try to load this 


(the downtown plan) off on the staff," 
Eppley said. "It's not a matter of us 
not wanting to do it. It's a matter of 


expertise." 


Mrs. Krause said if the board 


agrees to accept the grant despite her 
opposition, she will not use her veto 
power. 


The village has budgeted $31,000 to 


hire a planner without a secretary 
during 1977-78. That budget item, how- 
ever, was approved by the old board 
and is subject to change by the new 
board. The board already is consid- 
ering a proposal by Trustee Leo 
Floros to place a hiring freeze on new 
positions approved in the current 
budget. 


If the federal grant is rejected, but 


the $31,000 is left in the 1977-78 budget, 
the village still could hire a planner 
this year.
